NEW INVENTIONS. 


Srr,—I perfectly agree with the remarks of “ Inventors’ Friend,” 
iu last week’s Mining Journal, that Hunt’s Ore Separator is a very 
valuable acquisition to the mining interest, and also his views re- 
garding Blake’s Crusher, which I can bear testimony to being the 
most valuable crusher ever introduced into our mines; and, while I 


am at all times pleased to see honest ambition rewarded by super- 
ceding an already good invention, I, equally with “ Inventors’ Friend,” 


condemn the practice that is so extensively resorted to by a class of 


brainless adventurers, who go about pirating the inventions of others, 
I have been forcibly struck with an instance coming under this 
head by a machine now on exhibition in the stone-yard of Messrs, 


Mowlem, Freeman, and Burt, of Westminster, and where also one of 


Blake’s machines has been in operation for some time, successfully 
breaking the Guernsey granite, Anyone seeing these two machines 
cannot help being struck with the similarity. Having first become 
acquainted with Blake’s machine in the Exhibition of 1862, I saw at 
once a new principle, which has proved the one great success of this 
machine, and that its diverging jaws, wherein the stones are crushed ; 
being as it is the mouth of the machine, forming a hopper, the ore 
being put into the hopper can be reduced to any degree of fineness 
that may be required. 
I am surprised that such gentlemen as the above-mentioned firm 
should recognise or encourage the practice of such piracy. There is 
no wonder that unprincipled, pretended inventors should find a market 
for their goods, when we consider that they only step in when a good 
invention has been thoroughly established at the expense and labour 
of the original patentee. 
In the case of Blake’s Crusher, I have heard that it took the in- 
ventor several years to bring it to its present proficiency, and thena 
large amount of money to introduce it to the public, which, after 
these years of toil and expense, is now occupying the proud position of 
being acknowledged one of the greatest inventions of the present day. 
I was pleased to see, a few days ago, that the patentees had com- 
menced an action against the makers of the imitation machine (who, 
I understand, are a firm in the North of England), and which is 
shortly to be tried in the Court of Chancery. A more glaring case 
of infringement, I should think, never came before a court of justice ; 
and you, Mr. Editor, whom I know to be the friend of the thinking 
class of our community, would also condemn it were you to see the 
two machines; and itis our duty, who are interested in the pro- 
sperity of mining, to encourage real merit, and endeavour to stamp 
out the abominable practice of piracy.

Mr. CRADDOCK, AND THE STEAM-ENGINE. 


Srr,—Real, original, comprehensive, and practical inventors always 
produce a property (and this is especially conspicuous in connection 
with the Steam-Engine), as these are men who, in making their basis, 
have embodied it in mechanical structures, and set it practically to 
workin some of thenumerous fields of production, and thus established 
at once and forever the two important points—the soundness of the 
basis and the increase of value it will give beyond that of the bases 
in prior use. Such men have, generally, at the outset had no choice 
but to make the engines on the new basis themselves: hence, for 16 
years I did this. Thus all the practical education, risk, and labour, 
for these years is thrown upon the inventor, As it establishes the 
soundness of the invention, and its comparative worth, as shown by 
its daily work, compared with that of the old bases, the Patent Office 
is a barometer, taken in conjunction with the vested interest journals, 
which is not often wrong; and you may rest assured that in propor- 
tion to the good such a man is doing, so will be the opposition from 
these two sources. And prejudice, ignorance, and envy are enlisted 
against the real inventor. Well, no man of the world would expect 
anything else, especially in this financering age : but the man of the 
world does expect laws to be made to preserve the public interest and 
protect private rights, and not to thus undermine all moral principle, 
as even were the real inventor less than a dog, the welfare of the 
public ought to be something. 

Your correspondent says, “ Mr, Craddock claims to have done more 
to improve the steam-engine than any other man that ever lived.” 
The words to which he refers are these—“ To the English people 
he shows this invention is worth nearer 30 than 20 millions sterling 
annually, and in property value and universal application it far ex- 
ceeds that of Savery, Newcomen, Watt, or Trevithick, when compared, 
as theirs are, with the state of things they found in use when each 
first put his invention practically before the public.” Knowing how 
men differ, from a mere matter of taste or sentiment, upon abstract 
worth, I have not dwelt on generalities, but have on all occasions 
confined my comparisons to the bread and cheese standard, and the 
universal applicability of the invention to thus add to such stock, 
and expressed its amount in £ s. d., as clearly set forth in detail in 
the six tables published with my lectures, 1847; two of the most im- 
portant of which are in the “ Mechanic’s Magazine ” of Sept. 18, 1847, 
at p. 271 and 272. I will suppose your correspondent interrogating 
Watt thus—“ Do you claim surface condensation? Do you claim 
high pressure steam? Do youclaim the use of steam expansively? Do 
youclaim injection?” Watt would have replied—“ I can claim none 
of those things. But that whereas I found the steam-engine made 
and working upon a defined basis, from which only a given value 
could be imparted to the pound of coal consumed in it, I claim to 
have so improved that basis that the value of the pound of coal, as 
measured by work produced, is doubled. And I claim a property in 




















ihe flourishing accounts which have been given by the different in- 
ventors, and by those who adopted the inventions, it would have 
i een supposed that all that could be desired had really been accom- 
; lished ; but when we look around for the result of these representa- 
tions, as regards their perfection and success, we immediately disco- 
ver that all that had been vaunted as an established fact and as a 
} erfect success existed only in the imagination of the projector and 
iis patrons ; for, notwithstanding all the money and time that have 
»een spent in developing these inventions, I can say, without fear of 
contradiction, that not a single one of them has been considered 
worthy of adoption by any of our Welsh ironmasters, or has been 
broughi to bear in order to assist the present operations. 

In the Journal of June 7 some remarks were published concerning 
one of these inventions, intended to facilitate puddling, introduced 
by Mr. Menelaus, the intelligent manager of the Dowlais Works; 
but it is evident that neither he nor the inventor of the machine were 
correct in their views respecting the principles upon which such ma- 
chines should be based; and they seem to have shown great want of 
the requisite knowledge of what should not be lost sight of in adopt- 
ing these machines as a substitute for the original mode of puddling. 
And, indeed, they do not stand alone in this important matter, as in 
the majority of instances this is what the puddler has most to com- 
plain about with regard to the present structure of the ordinary pud- 
dling furnaces ; for, as Mr. Menelaus very truly observed, he had two 
very important difficulties to overcome in adapting the invention to 
practical use; first, as to how he could most accurately convey the 
same amount of oxygen to the iron in a crude state, and revolving 
with the revolutions of the machine, as he could in the ordinary pud- 
pling furnace, To this, he says, was chiefly to be attributed the 
failure. He sought to overcome this difficulty by adding blast asan 
auxiliary to the draught, but he soon found that to be a useless ap- 
pendage, as far as regards the oxygen reaching the desired parts of 
the crude iron. 

I hope this fact will at once open the eyes and understandings of 
some of our Welsh ironmasters, as regards the importance of a cer- 
tain amount of oxygen that must enter into combustion with the 
flame as it arises from the fuel in the fire-chambers, before the iron 


this, on the same principle as you claim the increased value you give 
to the pound of pig-iron when you convert it into a useful casting.” 
“Engineer” nextasks Watt to fix his claim in his invention to his me- 
chanical parts, such as his parallel motion, his double-action engine, 
and the form of his cast condenser. To which Watt replies—‘“ To 
these I have claims; but the claim, to which all these are subor- 
dinate, relates to the separation of the condenser from the cylinder, 
my case to keep the external air from cooling the cylinder, and my 
enclosing the top of it, to keep the cold air out of it; and also the 
use of oil in place of water to keep the piston tight.” 

Watt thus distinguishes his basis from his improved mechanical 
structures, knowing that the latter had little value without his basis, 
and with it they could be varied toa great extent, and yet leave the 
value of the pound of coalmuchthesame. Now, letthereader do the 
same justice to me and my basis as he awards to Watt, and Crad- 
dock will be found much like other men. To keep the same order as 
Watt, we begin with the discovery of the cause why Watt's engine, 
as a short, quick, and double-stroked expansive engine, had little or 
no value, asin this form all experience proves it had not; but it is suffi- 
cient to cite here only the English, French, and American navy ex- 
periments, , Contrast here the obviousness of the cause Watt found 
in the injection of cold water in Newcomen’s steam-cylinders, with 
the concealed and insiduously cumulative cause, I found the cold 
produced by in Watt’s expansive cylinders of the engines referred to. 
The water, steam, and metal in the former case actsin a palpable 
manner ; but in the latter it resembles the secret and imperceptible, 
though fatal, cause of consumption in the human being, but sud- 
denly fatal to such expansive engines; and it is as fatal now as ever, 
unless neutralised. Since 1845 I have effectually neutralised it by 
superheating, and the double cylinders, and I used both superheat- 
ing and the double cylinders from 1842. In the “ Mechanic’s Maga- 
zine,” Jan. 20, 1860, p. 42, will be found all particularsupon this point. 
I there give three examples. Up to1845 I had7 sq. ft. of evaporative 
surface, and 38q. ft. of superheating surface per indicator horse power ; 
after 1845 I increased the evaporative surface to 24 sq. ft., and the 
superheating surface to 14 sq. ft. per nominal horse-power. In 1853

Of course, if we build furnaces that carry off the 
flame at telegraphic speed there is no hope of obtaining oxygen from 
the column of gases: in fact, if the flame pass at such a rapid rate 
much valuable fuel is thus conducted from the furnace, without even 
being properly consumed. Let what will be the amount of oxygen 
that enters the column of gases, if there be no reverberatory action 
it cannot improve the crude iron. If Mr. Baylis so constructs his 
furnaces as to favour the escape of the gases so rapidly as he describes,

THE PROGRESS OF MINING—AS A SCIENCE, AND SOURCE 
OF COMMERCIAL WEALTH,—No, III. 


S1r,—When we look back to the state of mining 100 years ago, 
consisting, as it did mostly, of pits sunk but a few fathoms—say, 10 
to 20 fms. deep—into the backs of the great tin lodes of Cornwall 
and Devon, furnished with merely a turn-tree or a whim (a drawing 
machine driven by horses), we may easily conceive that the miners 
of that day, if called upon to prophesy what mining would come to 
in the present day—say, 100 years from their time—they would have 
been able to give but a very feeble idea of the ponderous and exqui- 
site machinery that was destined to supersede their horse-whims, and 
the shafts, now nearly half-a-mile deep, to follow down the bodies of 
tin discovered by them. It is much more easy for us, by the light 
of the great improvements in engineering succeeding their day, to 
conjure up visions of what our mines may arrive at 100 years hence, 
than it was for them to look into the future as far as our own 
time. For example, it is not difficult to imagine that tunnels some- 
thing like our railway tunnels—say, half of an elipse, or circle, of 
30 feet diameter, like that of Mont Cenis, bored by machinery— 
may be extended downwards on the range or lines of our great lodes 
—say, at an angle of 30° from horizontal, or with a fall of about 1 
in 2—to far greater depths than anything mining has yet ever seen.

CORNISH MINING, AND ITS PROSPECTS. 


_Permit me to request the favour of your inserting this letter 
.. vour valuable Journal, should you deem the subject and observa- 
iny0 worthy attention. The present period is an epoch succeeding re- 
tions sin this country unparalleled in effect, extent, and continuance 
pee within theremembrance of man. The gigantic failures 
of any anies, firms, and individuals spread universal distrust and 
of —, throughout the land. The crushing effects of high rates of 
snot and consequent contraction of trade, coupled with the ma- 
ity, redemption, Or failures in meeting commitments, have tho- 
= ‘al gleaned the hemisphere of ephemeral concoctions and spu- 
roUg: speculative undertakings, so that the arena of enterprise now 
+o an aspect of health and freshness more encouraging to the 
wepitaliat than he has experienced during the frightful impetus given 
co pscrupulous schemes since the introduction and existence of the 
w estionable “ Limited Liability Act.” I feel that at this time a few 
pservations, addressed more to the uninitiated than the practical 
inet may prove of interest if, unhappily, unpalatable in instances 
fnthoee already embarkedin miningundertakings. Thatthelow prices 
of metals have seriously affected the gains of mines there can be no 
doubt of, and that there are many mines at work returning large 
smounts of copper and other metals of no good whatever to share- 
holders is equally certain, These constitute what is denominated the 
vested interest of the county. Occasional calls are made to balance 
yield against costs, borne chiefly by absentees, or what locally is 
significantly ycleped outsiders. The resident proprietors are very 
generally the lords of the soil, captains and officers, merchants, 
manufacturers, or brokers, who equiponderate their losses with gains 
from dues and supplies. This class of mines cannot be called pro- 
perty, and can only be tolerated upon these principles—first, employ- 
loying the working classes ; secondly, increasing the nation’s wealth 
to the extent of yield, irrespectively of costs of production; and 
jsstly, absorbing the losses of non-resident shareholders in home in- 
stead of foreign adventures, Copper mines in Cornwall do not, as 
grule, pay much profits to shareholders, excepting in sections of 
odes, varying from 50 to 150 fms. indepth. As examples, North 
Roskear yielded 104,000/. gains upon 1400/. outlay, under the manage- 
nentof Capt. Joseph Vivian, but with the same supervision the work- 
ings have been attended with heavy losses and no profits for the last 
95 years. Again, the North Crofty, under the same control, has paid 
yo dividends to shareholders for the past 20 years; yet gains of 
73,0001. were acquired from copper ores by the late Capt. Nicholas 
Tredinnick between the depthsnamed, The workings havesince been 
attended with heavy losses, yet the chances of success, though en- 
hanced, are solely from yield of tin ores in depth. The Botallack, 
levant, Great Wheal Busy, Buller, Basset, North Basset, West Basset, 
fast Pool, Tincroft, Carn Brea, Cook’s Kitchen, East Crinnis, Great 
(rinnis, Pembroke, Fowey Consols, Par Consols, West Caradon, most 
‘ofthe mines in Gwennap, and others throughout the chief mineralised 
districts of Cornwall, are likewise examples of prosperous mining, 
butrarely have gains accrued beyond a depth of 150 fms. from surface. 
There are three classes of mines, irrespectively of market ones, to 
hich I beg to draw attention—those that are at work returning 
largely, but affording no gains to shareholders, and which constitute 
the vested interest of the county—i.e., employ its population, support 
hopkeepers and tradesmen, maintain captains and executives, give 
protits to smelters and merchants, and make periodical calls upon 
bsentees, Secondly, dividend-paying mines, established beyond a 
question, and commanding a market value from dividends, paid either 
0 monthly or quarterly, and which is supposed to constitute a 
tandard of worth. Thirdly, those mines that may fairly be called 
progressive, sound in promise, practical in development, and pro- 
pectively valuable; lastly, market ones. This class generally em- 
¢ highly speculative schemes and undertakings, subject to rapid 
hanges in development, affording scope for operations of dealers on 
he market, rarely ending in success, and should be avoided by all not 
mictically conversant with mining pursuits, and the manipulation 
{bulls and bears. We dismiss this portion of the subject by simply 
itioning the public against buying and selling for settlement on 
he account days, instead of bona fide investing their money; they 
ill thus avoid the certain frittering away of capital in paying fort- 
ightly differences in speculative dealings in time-serving concoc- 
ious, that generally are foisted upon public attention at absurd and 
bulous quotations, though neither ever yield a pound profit. The 
tied interest of Cornwall—tke mines that pay no profits to share- 
slders—should -be eschewed by all non-residents, and especially by 
tose whoare not initiated into mining pursuits: they only abate poor 
taise the price of labour and merchandise, depress, through un- 
vfitable supply, the prices of metals, and advantage Cornwall alone, 
th all associated therewith, save the hapless shareholder. 
Dividend-paying mines should be regarded and estimated in a far 
iereut light, in my opinion, to that in which the public hold them, 
nd areat this moment selling at prices not in accordance with their 
tg timate value.

to state in their two-monthly reports the computed ores added to the 
reserves, and the amount of the latter available, so that the public 
might be informed of the advance or retrogression of the property 
through sales of produce, compared with discoveries made in the de- 
velopment over the period elapsing betwixt report and report. There 
can be no question that the agents manage the property well, and 
are satisfied individually that they are acquainted with the prospects 
and merits of the mines under their charge, and that they do their 
duty to the adventurers ; but a commercial man requires to be satis- 
fied himself with the true position of that with which he is or may be- 
come associated with, irrespectively of the integrity or wisdom pos- 
sessed by officials themselves : information instead of reticence is 
required. The publication of correct and ample intelligence is the 
backbone of confidence and the forerunner of success; on the con- 
trary, the withholding of information, even in enterprises of merit, 
creates distrust, and not unfrequently generates disaster. The sad 
results of railway finance, as may be instanced in the London, Chat- 
ham, and Dover, and now the London, Brighton, and South Coast, 
should act as a warning to other companies, and induce the directors 
to act with promptitude and decision in affording shareholders an 
insight into the true position of affairs; mystery will then be at an 
end, and the all but universal feeling of uneasiness as to the safety 
of our best lines dissolved at once.

Sr1r,—I beg to call your attention to an anomaly that has recently 
crept into mining reports, that cannot be too widely exposed, calcu- 
lated as it is to mislead the unpractical as to the value and prospects 
of mines. It is the quotation of the value of the tutwork bargains 
in a mine in the aggregate. In order to show the absurdity and mis- 
chievous action of this mode of proceeding, I will suppose that a mine 
has 100 tutwork bargains going, every level and shaft yielding 27. 
worth of ore to the fathom. It would be said these bargains, in the 
aggregate, yield 200/, per fathom, which looks like a great yield, and 
yet miners know that an end only yielding 27. worth of metal per 
fathom would neither pay for driving or stoping in moderately hard 
ground. Let the yield of every bargain be given per se, or separately, 
with the price for working it.—June 25, MATTHEW FRANCIS, 








PROSPECTS IN THE CAMBORNE DISTRICT. 

S1r,—This district, of all others, deservedly stands pre-eminent, 
for during the panic which lately prevailed the mines here continued 
their dividends, and those of a progressive nature kept steadily ad- 
vancing, until some of them have reached the desired point, At 
SouTH and NorTH CRoFry they have arrived at that position which 
enables them to fix a date for the commencement of dividends, and 
which conveys to the public as good an idea of their prospects as any report that 
may be mae, notwithstan ling the professional standing of the party from whom 
it may emanate, Those mines, not long since, were recommended by the writer 
when their market value was about 50 per cent. below the present price; nor 
are they the only ones which will, ere long, command a high position in the 
market, In saying this, I am governed entirely by practical observation, and can 
give tangible reasons for such assertions. At WHEAL CROFTY the preparatory 
work of clearing the shafts and levels has already brought to light sufficient to 
convince the most sceptical of its prospective worth. On Copper Tankard lode 
the adit level is driven west on a large lode, which in places is taken away for 
a long distance. In one place, for a few fathoms long, the lode opened out very 
large, from which 60 tons of copper ore was sold. An attempt was made to sink 
a winze below it, but, the water being too powerful, only 2 fms. could be sunk. 
Now, these bunches, wherever they occur in a strong masterly lode, such as this 
is, at 80 shallow a depth, are never in this district known to fail making large 
deposits below, and especially when in connection with elvans, and intersected 
by cross-courses, instances analogous to which they have on either side—Dol- 
coath, Tincroft, Wheal Seton, and other mines; indeed, the selfsame cross- 
courses which have made the great and lasting deposits of the district traverse 
this mine, between which there is a distance of somewhere about 120 fathoms of 
unwrought ground, which will now be opened up by means of the 24 fm. level 
being brought in under it, and which I have good reason to believe will be the 
commencement of opening up a great mine. 
Between these two cross-courses, in the adjoining mine north (the Old Wheal 
Crofty, which is on Wheal Seton lode), in ground of the samecharacter and com- 
position, tens of thousands of pounds profit was given to shareholders. Under 
recisely similar circumstances, on the other side (south) in Dolcoath and Cook’s 
<itchen, which also adjoins it, the same thing prevails, and with what result 
the public are better aware than they can be informed through this medium. 
Hence it is, Isay, that under such circumstances this is toa great extent di- 
vested of the usual speculative character attending mining enterprise. 
Experience emboldens me to assert that there is not one-half the mystery con- 
nected with mining as would appear to deter private capitalists from its study ; 
but it is, nevertheless, astonishing to know how little the matter is studied. 
* Bulls’’ and “ Bears’’ raise or depreciate mining property with impunity, but 
those who are governed in the purchase or disposal of shares entirely by their 
merits or demerits are almost sure to enrich themselves ; while the other being 
a species of gambling, those who choose to support such practices may calculate 
on the disastrous consequences that will result, Cuas.

CARDIGANSHIRE LEAD MINING—No. II. 


RESULT OF CAPITAL EXPENDED IN THE WESTERN DISTRICT. 
POSITION OF PLYNLIMMON MOUNTAIN, 


S1r,—In the Journal of May 25 you were good enough to insert 
some remarks made by me—“ From Goginan to the Top of Plynlim- 
mon ’—in which I promised at some future time to send a few com- 
ments on the capital expended, and the results derived therefrom, in 
mines worked in this county. 


I may observe that what is contained in this letter is intended to 
throw some light on the ground most worthy of attention in this county, with 
a view of affording employment, and thereby stopping the present amount of 
emigration which is taking place amongst the mining population of this king- 
dom, without wishing it to be the means of convincing those who are preju- 
diced, and I believe there are many such, against investing in this county, but 
more as an inducement for such as have not visited the mining districts to do 
so, in order that they may judge whether the statements here put forward 
are painted in too bigh colours, or whether they will not bear the light, and 
the strictest investigation. 

I do not mean for one moment to assert that all capital expended in Cardigan- 
shire is going to return a large percentage, and I am fully aware of the preju- 
dice existing, and justly, on the part of many parties who have embarked their 
money in some of these mines. his, however, should in nowise interfere with 
the reasoning on facts, and looking at matters cooly, in order that we may see 
the probable effect of capital when expended in the Plynlimmon mountains. 
The position of the lodes, and ot::ers to the north and south of them, referred 
to in mine of May 25, will render it unnecessary for me to go again into the 
elevation of their crossing, &c. ; and, in order to put matters in as clear a light 
as possible, it will be wise to divide the mines of Cardiganshire into three dis- 
tricts, classing them as the Western, the Central, and the Eastern. I would, 
therefore, start with the Western district, which I would mark as extending 
one mile west and two miles east of Goginan Mine, making a distance of three 
miles; and would call attention, first, to the capital that has been probably ex- 
pended in it, with the results derived therefrom. find the Goginan so situate 
that it will be convenient as a central point to start from. I do not think it 
will be wise altogether to take the sum that has been expended in bringing the 
mines into their present positions, I have gone very carefully into matters, 
and am fully persuaded that nine out of every ten mines in this county can be 
fairly and effectively tried for 50001. In many instances one-fifth part of that 
money is sufficient ; and, with the experience that has been had, I am certain 
there are not many mines here, even of the largest, if suspended that could not 
he again effectually provided with machinery, drained, and a good trial given 
them for that amount. 

This being the case, if we take each of the mines now at work in this district 
to have cost that sum, we should have for Goginon, Bwich Consols (on Goginan 
lode), Cwm Erfin, Cwm sebon, Bronfloyd, East Darren, West Cwm Symlog, and 
Lisburn Mines a total of 40,0001. And in order to get at the position of these 
mines, we should take Goginan as the centre of the district, and draw lines 
from uorth to south (magnetic) at that point, oor mp he agement and western 
lines also north and south, at one and a half mile each from the ceritre, and 
extend them in that direction through the county. You would then find Cwm 
Erfin, Cwm Sebon, South Darren, Bronfloyd, East Darren, and West Cwm Sym- 
log standing to the north, and the Lisburne Mines to the south. 

There are many others in this district; for instance, the Old Darren, Court 
Grange, and Talybont Mines stand to the north ; the Llandewy Brefi and Lian- 
fair to the south ; but at present there is so little doiug in them, that it would 
not be right to bring them into this list as mines being fairly at work. To the 
south, however, in this district is the Vale of Rheidol Mine, and on which a fair 
trial is being made, with good and powerful machinery erecting, and likely to 
produce good results, which I have not included in the above mines, as I deem 
it essential that ail mines should be in a position to make returns to be included, 
which no mine can be until crushing machinery is fairly at work in this district. 
There are other mines which I am certain can be brought into a dividend state 
for a less sum than 50001. When I say certain, some might feel this to be an 
assertion unworthy of credit, but where you have a large quantity of ore broken 
and only awating machinery for returning it, what other expression can be 
used ? he returns from the mines above enumerated I estimate to have yielded 
frum seven to eight millions sterling worth of silver and lead from first to last. 
Their present yield I estimate at 100,0001. yearly, at a profit of 26,000/., and 
this surely cannot be objected to as a bad percentage on the capital invested. 

I do not intend now to touch on the Central district, but to go at once to the 
Eastern district, taking a direct line east from Goginan, being the direction of 
the Goginan lode, and marking off from such a position one anda half mile 
east, and the same distance west, drawing our lines at each extremity north 
and south, magnetic as before. We should then find ourselves in a district un- 
touched and untried. But to the south, instead of findiug the Lisburne Mines, 





has been worked for centuries, and still continues rich. To the north we have 
the Esgair-hir, or Welsh Potosi, where I found the finest courses of lead I ever 
inspected. Immediately to the east is the Plynlimmon Mine, opening up very 
rich ; and should we extend our line on the nan we should, at the same 
distance east as Goginan is placed to the west, have the celebrated and rich 
Dyliffe, and other mines in that locality. On every side, therefore—east, west, 
north, and south—this ground is surrounded with rich, lasting, and profitable 
mines ;—rising to a height of 2463 ft. above the level of the sea, in the centre and 
heart of a district of mines that have been worked for hundreds, and in all pro- 
bability for more than a thousand years, without having either geologist, theo- 
retical or practical miners devoting their attention to them, and which nee 
have remained yet a thousand years without claiming attention, in our midst, 
but for accidentally finding a course of lead ore on surface in 1866. 

If proper attention be paid to this and other districts, surely employment mer 
be found at home for our miners, and the stream of emigration be stopped ; 
not, however indifferently we may look on matters at present, the time will 
come when we must suffer severely for it. There is a moral certainty that, with 
a small amount of capital, this district would pay a very large percentage on 
the outlay; and it does not admit of a doubt in my mind that, wherever our 
miners are going, that they are not going into a richer one for minerals than 
this. We can, therefore, only come to the conclusion that there is a better spirit 
for speculation in the people of our colonies and elsewhere than is the case at 
home ; and, so long as such is the case, we must be content to receive the uce 
of foreign mines, whilst our own hills are teeming with silver and lead untouched.

MINING IN CENTRAL AMERICA—THE JAVALI MINE. 


S1z,—May I ask you to devote space for the publication of the fol- 
lowing account of the discovery of the Javali Mine, respecting which 
there has been much discussion from time to time in the Journal? 
The information is gleaned from an interesting paper communicated 
to the Atheneum by Dr. Berthold Seemann, and I am sure it will be 
perused with much interest by many other of your readers than those 
imm . ediately interested in the Central American Association.

“The stillness of the virgin forests, which to this day cover a $y part of 
Chontales, would probably not have been broken for generations if it had not 
been for the discovery of a very productive gold mine, which, until recently, was 
the property of a Spanish American, and has now passed into the hands of Eng- 
lish capitalists. For many years the first owner had drawn none but blanks in 
the great lottery of mining enterprise. He had been one of the first settlers at 
Libertad, a place which derived its name from a grog shop of that name, where 
everybody had liberty to do pretty much ashe liked. One day, when hopelessly 
embarrassed, a man with the image of St. Peter passed the house, asking whether 
anybody wished to offer up prayers tothe saint. The poorer classes of Nicaragua 
do not always give money to these wandering image-bearers, but frequently 
whatever good things they may have in their possession, such as cacao beans, 
choeolate, lumps of sugar, wax candles, &c.; and the wife of the impoverished 
miner could lay her hands on nothing better than a piece of scented soap. But 
she promised to presenta chalice to the village church, if St. Peter would let her 
husband, who had been so singularly unfortunate in gold mining, find a good 
silver mine. The husband having fully ratified the vow, both awaited with con- 
fidence the asked-for intercession. They were not doomed to be disappointed. 
A short time afterwards an Indian called, and the miner’s miserable plight 
became at once the topic of conversation. ‘“ If it is rich stones you are harping 
after,’’ said the Indian, “I can take you to a place where you shall find enough 
to last you a lifetime.’’ The offer was gladly accepted, on condition that if the 
place turned out as rich as represented the Indian should receive three cows 
tor showing it. Chopping-knife in hand, and a few provisions on their back, the 
two entered the thick virgin forest which stretches from Libertad to the shores 
of the Atlantic Ocean. After travelling several leagues, they arrived at a place 
where the Indians were in the habit of shooting Javalis,a kind of wild boar. 
‘“* Will this satisfy you ?’”’ asked the guide triumphantly. The miner was dumb- 
founded. After years of fruitless toil and search, he saw at last before hima 
property combining all the features of agoodmine. On the slopes ofa bill rising 
500 feet above a river-bed, he found a wide lode of quartz rock, rich in silver and 
gold, and traceable for several miles; magnificent waterfalls available for set- 
ting in motion the most powerful machiuery, and in every direction timber of 
excellent quality for mining purposes. This was the now famous Javali Mine, 
the ore of which up to that time was taken out in small quantities only, and 
ground to powderin mortars cut out of the solid rock of the river-bed whenever 
the Indians required gold for trading purposes. Hastening to register his claims 
officially, the enraptured miner tried to raise the funds necessary for turning this 
valuable discovery to account; but his credit was so low that not one of bis 
countrymen would lend him a few dollars to buy picks and shovels. He would 
have been obliged to abandon all thought of working the mine if a generous 
foreigner had not come forward with the necessary funds, and also stood between 
him and his relentless creditors, when the richness of the Javali came to be 
known, In ashort time the miner was able to pay off all his and his father’s 
debts, and purchase houses and estates. The chalice promised to St. Peter’s 
shrine was not forgotten. It was made of 36 ozs. of gold, and by the hands of 
a German goldsmith, under whose hospitable roof the miner was living when 
his wife registered the vow. 

The discovery of the Javali, or rather the betrayal of its existence by the In- 
dian, led to the exploration of the surrounding district, and the finding of more 
than 300 mines of more or less importance. A proper geological survey of this 
undoubtedly rich district, rich in both silver and gold, has, however, as yet not 
been attempted, though it might be expected to lead to results which would more 
than a thousandfold repay the expenses of such an undeitaking. But Nicaragua, 
like most parts of Spanish America where the foriegu element has as yet vot pe- 
netrated, is so poor that it has no funds for projects of this nature. Thoughall 
mines are national property, the discovery and tracing of them out is entirely 
left to the individual enterprise of people who have acquired a certain amount 
of empirical geological knowledge,and who, when they find rich spots, make them 
their own by registering them officially. As long as the mines are worked, and 
worked properly, the title thus acquired is undisputed; but if for two years no 
work is done in them, they revert once more to the nation, and may be registered 
anew. Some of the most important mines of Chontales are now owned by 
foreigners, who are gradually introducing a better system of workingthem, The 
natives still go on mining in the most expensive and primitive manner. Deep 
shafts they cannot sink, use they do not know how to timber the ground ; 
and not having deep shafts, they cannot avail themselves of even such a simple 
contrivance as a tackle,and have tocarry all the ore on the backs of men in 
leather bags fastened by a strap round the forehead. A man carries about a 
hundredweight at a time, and hws toclimb up steep trunks of trees, in which 
notches have been cut. In damp weather these primitive lad.iers are very slip- 
pery, and cause numerous accidents. Theore is ground by water-power and in 
rastros, heavy rocks of quartz and basalt being used forcrushing. Many of the 
miners are natives of the neighbouring republic of Honduras, They are better 
workmen than the Nicaraguans,but enjoy the reputation of being greater thieves, 
In these mountains a species of caoutchouc (Known here by its Aztec name of 
ule), vanilla, sarsaparilla, quassia, fustic, and other valuable woods abound, and 
there are many vegetable productions perfectly new to science. Although the 
gold regions of Chontales are very close to the Atlantic Ocean yet there is no di- 
rect road between them and the seaboard, and all communication is kept up by 
American steamers passing up the river San Juan and the Lake of Nicaragua. 
The Javali lode of auriferous quartz rocks has been seen for several miles, and 
the various branches distinctly traced (which in many cases have proved ex- 
tremely rich) running into it. Further on, the eye, passing over dense virgin 
forests, encounters greensavannas. The view is bounded on the east by the Blew- 
field hills, on the west by the Lake of Nicaragua and its characteristic islands, 
What a capital subject for a geographical paper an exploration of this district 
would afford! It is truly virgin ground, where here and there you meet a few 
families of Indlans.—Chontales, April, 1867. BERTHOLD SEEMANN.

THE PARIS EXHIBITION IN LONDON.—For years past the Royal 
Polytechnic has enjoyed a high reputation for bringing all great scientific and 
industrial subjects before the public ina popular form, and a new lecture has 
been introduced during the past week by Prof, Pepper, by which that reputation 
will even be increased. Itis entitled ‘* A Visit to the French Exposition,”’ and is 
thoroughly calculated to convey a very fair idea of the character and extent of 
the building, and of the articles exhibited. The lecturer begins with a bird’s- 
eye view of the building, taken from an eminence upon the other side of the Pont 
de Jena, and then leads his audience up the Avenue de l'Europe, under the beau- 
tiful canopy of velvet and gold, to the Emperor’s Pavilion, near the grand en- 
trance, and which, from the admirable effects of light and shade, appears even 
more brilliant at the Polytechnic than at Paris. He then enters the building 
and gives a large series of views, which, as they are actual photographs taken 
by the albumen process reflected on the screen, cannot fail to be accurate—from 
the principal and best points of view. There is a good view of the grand en- 
trance taken from near the British Colonial Courts, and looking across the Brit- 
ish machinery another taken at the grand entrance of the French machinery, 
including the beautiful metal-trophy of Letrange and Co., and the various 
striking features, such as the staircase opposite Krupp’s gun, the various glass 
and porcelain courts, and so on, are given, but the most valuable part of the 
lecture is that in which he gives the plan of the building, and explains the mode 
of seeing it in the shortest time and most completely. The representations of

CARDIGANSHIRE CONSOLIDATED SILVER-LEAD 
MINING COMPANY. 


The adjourned extraordinary general meeting of shareholders was 
held at the offices, Austinfriars, on Tuesday, 

Mr. PARKE PITTAR in the chair. 

Mr. J. H. MURCHISON (the secretary) read the notice convening 
the meeting. 

The CHAIRMAN stated that, as indicated in the notice just read, the 
present meeting was convened for the purpose of taking into con- 
sideration the propriety or otherwise of dissolving the company, but 
the improvement that had recently taken place at a most important part of the 
mine was of such a character as to induce the belief that successful results would 
be realised by the expenditure of a further comparatively small amount of ca- 
pital. There never had been but one opinion as to the great mineral value of 
the property, but there was no doubt that something like 20,0001. would have 
been required to develope its resources upon the scale its merits appeared to war- 
rant. The improvement, however, to which he had just referred had brought 
about an altered aspect of affairs, for there was now good grounds for believing 
that at least some meed of success could be ensured by a small expenditure, to 
which he was perfectly willing to subscribe a proportion. That opinion was 
supported by Captain Richards (cf Hingston Down }‘'~e), who concludes a 
favourable report, as follows :—‘*I would observe that although both in this 
property and throughout the entire district lead has been the predominating 
product, yet, from the general change that has taken place in the character of 
the lode during the latter workings, I am of opinion that copper ore will now 
form the principal returfis; and judging from the massive size of the lode, to-

H. Boundy and T. Paull), referring to this discovery, stated that “ it is 
the best lode of copper they have ever seen in the county of Cardigan ; the levels 
being driven on the south wall of the lode, and the lode being wider than the 
levels, the full value of the lode had not yet been ascertained, but the portion 
opened on has been worth throughout 25/. per fathom, and the eastern end is 
improving.” Mr. PALMER asked the estimated value of the machinery ?—— 
The CHAIRMAN said it had been estimated to realise 20007. 

Mr. BARNEWELL, who had been interested in the property long before the for- 
mation of the present company, still firmly believed that, if a sufficient amount 
of capital could be raised and judiciously expended, it would prove one of the 
most productive mines in Cardiganshire. Its failure, when the property of the 
former company, was attributable entirely to mismanagement, for although the 
water was never got out of the 30 fm. level, upwards of 20,000]. worth of ore 
was returned.—Mr. MURCHISON said the present company had sold nearly 
10,0007. worth of lead, as weli as 43001. worth of copper ore. The CHAIRMAN, 
in further explanation of the plan proposed to be adopted to raise further capital, 
suggested that debentures would probably be the best form. 

Mr. MURCHISON, in reply to a question, stated that the liabilities amounted 
to about 1100/., agains: which there was 2000/., the value of the plant and ma- 
chinery.——The CHAIRMAN said it would be proposed to divide rateably the for- 
feited shares as fully paid-up as a bonus to those who took the debentures, in 
addition to a preferential dividend. The mine and plant would also be given 
as security for the debentures. 

After some further discussion, it was unanimously agreed that the question 
of winding-up the company be deferred for the present, and that the directors 
be authorised to summon au extraordinary general meeting to take into con- 
sideration the desirability of raising a sum of money not exceeding 5000/. (but 
not less than 2000/.), to be secured by debentures upon the security of the mine, 
plant, and other assets, upon such terms and conditions as may then be agreed 
upon. A vote of thanks to the Chairman terminated the proceedings. 











GENERAL MINING ASSOCIATION. 


The annual general meeting of shareholders was held at the offices, 

Old Broad-street, on Thursday, 
Mr. ALFRED CHARLES BRIDGE in the chair. 

Mr. FOORDE (the secretary) read the notice convening the meeting. 

The report of the directors stated that since the last annual general 
meeting the board found it advisable to convene an extraordinary general mect- 
ing of the shareholders, for the purpose of adopting the necessary measures for 
increasing the capital of the association, as set forth in the circular letter ad- 
dressed to the proprietors on Jan. 31,and having, with thesanction of that meet- 
ing, and underthe powers of the Deed of Settlement, issued 2500 new shares, 
the directors have to report that they have all been taken up, and the funds 
realised applied to the reduction of the debt due to the bankers, and other pur- 
poses, thus placing the finances of the company in a more satisfactory position. 
The operations of the association during the past year have not been attended 
with the usua! profitable results, the sales of coal falling short of the previous one. 


This is mainly to be traced to the abrogation of the Reciprocity Treaty, under | 


which the Nova Scotia coal was admitted into the markets of the United States 
duty free, and to the subsequent imposition of the heavy import duty of one 
dollar and twenty-five cents. per ton ; and although great efforts were made by 
the gas and manufacturing companies of New York and the New England States 
in the American Legislature to get this duty reduced, they were unfortunately 
ineffectual, and it remains without any alteration. There is a strong impres- 
sion that the duty will be modified, but the directors have no means of knowing 
how far that impression is likely to be practically carried out; they can, there- 
fore, on the present occasion, only express the hope that, as the former treaty 
was found to work bencficially to the United States, when the matter comes to 
be again fairly considered, divested of undue interference from other interests, 
that the obvious advantages resulting from a reciprocal Treaty of Commerce 
between the United States and the nowconfederated British Provinces, whereby 
the staple productions of each may be freely admitted on the most favourable 
terms, will have its influence in bringing about another treaty, dealing more libe- 
rally with the coal of Nova Scotia. Theshipments and sales of coal at the three 
collieries of the association during the past year amount to 335,549 tons, the nett 
profits realised being 37,7237. 19s. 5d. Out of this sum the proprietors received 
in January last a dividend of 15s, per share, and the directors have now to an- 
nounce a further dividend of 15s. per share, free of income tax, making 30s. for 
the year, for which the warrants will be issued on July 18. The proprietors will 
be aware that the dividend now announced is payable upon the additional capital 
raised by the issue of the new shares. 

The CHAIRMAN sai that the report just read conveyed all the in- 
formation the board had to communicate, and, therefore, he would content him- 
self by simply moving *hat it be received and adopted. 

Mr. H. WARRE seconded the proposition, which, without discussion, was put 
and carried unanimously. 

Messrs. Alfred Chavles Bridge and John Edward Bridge were re-elected direc- 
tors, and Mr. F. W. Bigge was re-appointed auditor. 

Mr. G. SCOVELL bad much pleasure in proposing that the best thanks of the 
shareholders be accorded totheirworthyChairman. He (Mr. Scovell) could tes- 
tify to the zeal and attention bestowed upon the company’s affairs by their es- 
timable Chairman, who had, moreover, visited the mines. 

Mr. J. LEATHERDALE seconded the proposition, which was put, and carried 
unanimously. 


The CHAIRMAN having appropriately acknowledged the vote, stated that he} 


was very largely interested in the company, and, therefore, shareholders might 
depend upon it he would do his best for the company. 
The meeting then separated. 


EL CHICO SILVER MINING AND REDUCTION COMPANY. 


The fourth annual general meeting of shareholders was held at the 
Offices of the company, No. 29, Threadneedle-street, on Wednesday, 
Mr. W. C. VENNING in the chair. 

The report of the directors stated that operations had been con- 
tinued uninterruptedly in the mine of San Juan de Rayas during the past year. 
The distance still to be sunk and driven before reaching the great deposit of 
ore in the old workings was about 42 fathoms, and it might be fairly concluded 
that this work would be completed in less than a year. Owing to the disturbed 
state of Mexico, and other temporary causes, the receipts of the hacienda of 
San Pascual showed a falling off, but it was believed that, with returning tran- 
quillity and the further development of the neighbouring mines, the supplies 
of ore would increase so as to cover all outlay, and probably leave a fair profit. 
The expenses of the company would be about 30001. for the next twelve months, 
To meet these there were about 10001. in handandin good debts. It was there- 
fore, proposed to issue preference shares, bearing a fixed dividend of 1244 per 
cent., to be paid out of the first earnings of the mine, to meet the deficit, and so 
complete an pndertaking pronounced by all competent persons in the vicinity 
of the mine to be on the verge of snccess. 

The report and balance-sheet were taken as read. 

The CHAIRMAN, in moving the adoption of the report, said there 
Was no doubt that the shareholders had a most valuable property. Upto the 
present time, however, the mine had not been sufficiently tested. Little more 
than 30001. had as yet been spent on the mine, and they had actually been only 
a@ year and a half at work. A great success might be anticipated as soon as the 
deep adit was completed and the shaft sunkon it. Thecondition of Mexico had 
had no effect on the company’s mining operations, and the war taxes for the 
year had been only 31. Looking to the character of President Juarez, and his 
desire to develope the resources of the country to the utmost, he considered his 
accession to power would be of the greatest service to all industrial enterprises 
in Mexico.—The report having been adopted, {t was agreed to allow the share- 
holders the option of taking up preference shares, or subscribing for the forfeited 
shares, on ich 31. had been paid. Theretiring directors and auditors were re, 
elected, and a vote of thanks to the directors proposed and carried unanimously. 

On the day following the meeting the subjoined report was received from Mr. 
J. R. Rule, the company’s manager in Mexico :— 

Pachuca, May 20.—I have much pleasure in stating that we have recently cut 
through a flookan and sparry vein, about 2 feet wide, with good Indications of 
ore, and, indeed, a pretty good bunch of ore on the eastern side of the cutting,

THE EBBW VALE COMPANY. 

The third ordinary general meeting of shareholders was held at 

the City Terminus Hotel, Cannon-street, yesterday,— 
Mr, JoHN PLATT, M.P., in the chair. 

Mr. E. GROVE (the secretary) read the notice convening the meeting. 

The report of the directors stated that in issuing their report and 
statement of accounts for the year ending March 30, the directors 
regret that (as was explained by the committee of investigation) there are no 
funds available for declaring a dividend. The directors need hardly remind the 
shareholders of the severe financial crisis from which they are now emerging, 
and which, for its disastrous effects and for the continued panic feeling whic 
has since prevailed, has never yet been equalled. In addition to this financial 
trial, those shareholders who are connected with the iron trade must be aware 
of the extremely depressed state of that branch of industry during the last 
12 months, so many railway companies and contractors having been obliged to 
defer their usual orders for rails. Under these circumstances the directors trust 
that the shareholders will give them credit for having steered their course safely 
through the numerous difficulties and adverse circumstances which beset them 
so early in their career, and to which so many private firms and joint-stock 
companies have succumbed—in times when there was scarcely an iron company 
in the country working at a profit, the works to a certain extent being kept in 
action to find employment for, and to prevent the dispersion of, the operatives 
employed. The balance-sheet shows a profit of 100,5511. 3s. 2d. for the year, 
which, added to the balance of 19,1721. 6s. 2d. brought forward from last year, 
and to the amount of 42601. 8s. 4d. for dividends provided for in last account on 
shares not entitled to the same, makes a total of 123,9831. 17s, 8d., which, after 
the payment of interest and expenses, and the reduction in the value of stocks to 
meet the present state of the trade, will leave available balance of 35,9681. 5s, 6d. ; 
this, with the reserve fund of 50,000/., amounts 85,9681. 5s. 6d. 

The directors recommend that of this sum 70,0007; be written off against bad 
and doubtful debts; and that 50007. be added to the rail guarantee fund. 
There will then remain a balance of 10,9681. 5s. 6d. to be carried forward to the 
next account. The produce of the works has been as follows :—

As will be observed from these figures, the annual production of coal, pig-iron, 
rails, and finished iron has been steadily increasing, and as soon as trade re- 
vives, of which signs are becoming apparent, the appliances will be found equal 
to a considerably increased make of both pig and finished fron, and the supply 
of coal will be adequate to any demand that may arise The question of redne- 
ing the stocks om hand has had the careful consideration of the directors, but 
owing to the depressed sfate of trade, they have not been able to lessen this 
amount so much as they had wished ; arrangements however are now pending 
whereby considerable reduction is anticipated. 

In accordance with the intimation of the committee, that 57. per share would 
be required to be called up, the directors made a call of 2l. 10s., payable on May 6 
last ; this call, they are glad to be able to state, was pald up with extraordinary 
promptitude. 

The CHAIRMAN said that he had but little to add to the observa- 
tions he had made at the last meeting. He did not know that any- 
thing had occurred since that period to alter anything he had stated, he did not 
know there was anything to withdraw or to qualify; indeed, the experience 
gained during the last six months only served to corroborate the statements he 
then made. He had understood, however, that many shareholders regarded the 
report of the directors just submitted in an unfavourable light, because no di- 
vidend was recommended to be declared; but he could not know how such could 
be the case, for the directors, having no desire to conceal anything, stated at 
tho last meeting that there would not be any dividend this year. The fact was 
doubtless an unpleasant one, but still it was made known at the last meeting. 
It was not because there had not been the money earned, for during the past 
12 months, considering the period, a fair amount of profit had been earned. 
Those connected in any way with the manufacture of iron in South Wales or 
the North of England fully knew the disastrous character of the past 12 or 18 
months; indeed, it was not too much to say that there never had been such a 
time in the history of this country as the year ending March last. Taking these 
circumstances into consideration, anyone who would consult their friends who 
were connected with the coal and iron trades would find they would come to the 
conclusion that a profit of 100,0007., which had been fairly earned, was satisfac- 
tory, although from the circumstances explained in the report the directors had 
not felt justified in declaring a dividend. (Hear, hear.) The most extraordinary 
thing about this report was the observations made by the auditors. Theshare- 
holders, of course, appointed the auditors, and, therefore, their observations 
must, in some measure, be regarded as the observations of the shareholders. If 
those observations were correct, the balance-sheet would appear to be very fal- 
lacious; but when he told them those observations were not correct, but that, 
in one essential particular, were totally false, perhaps the shareholders would 
look a little more charitably upon the directors. (Hear, hear.) The directors 
simply held their position as the servants of the shareholders, and they had no 
other motive. Although they got a certain sum for theirservices, still he hoped 
no gentleman accepted that sum asin any way a recompense for the time and 
anxiety he bestowed in his endeavour to bring this concern to a most successful 
issue. (Hear, hear.) He (the Chairman) would take one of the most material 
points which had been referred to by the auditors—the bills in hand, which 
amounted to 41,0007. Now, the auditors had thought proper to put against that 
item the words “ good and doubtful,’’ which wasa most extraordinary phrase— 
at any rate, it at once suggested tothe mind of anyone that there was some mis- 
giving about the quality of the bills held by the directors. Then the item of 
sundry debtors had the same phrase attached to it—that item was a large one, 
amounting to 320,0001., and, therefore, if there was any doubt about it, there 
would be some reason to expect disastrous results to the Ebbw Vale Company. 
The auditors, in their recently-issued report, stated that—‘* We have gone very 
carefully through the details, and, although we wish it to be distinctly under- 
stood that we cannot pledge ourselves to the accuracy of the estimate, we are 
of opinion that the loss will amount to 100,0007., which would more than absorb 
the reserve fund and the balance at the credit of the profit and loss account.”’ 
He thought he need only refer to his speech at the last meeting to show that the 
committee of investigation gave it as their opinion that the loss would be 132,0001., 
and that the directors at that time doubted whether that loss could by any pos- 
sibility exceed 100,000/., and that it might be considerably less. One satisfac- 
tory feature was that since March, 1863, not a single bad debt had been incurred, 
so that whatever proportion of those accounts was doubtful was inherited from 
the previous company—in other words, the old company had contracts in hand, 
and the accounts were handed over to the present company. But the most se- 
rious statement made by the auditors was, that “‘ there was no stock-taking on 
March 30.’’ If that statement had been true, that of the directors would be al- 
together fallacious; but he (the Chairman) had no hesitation in saying that 
there was fiot an atom of truth in it, and that there was no foundation for it 
whatever. The facts of the case were these—in a large concern like Ebbw Vale, 
the works of which extended over two or three counties, were every item to be 
weighed and separately valued it would necessitate the stoppage of the works 
for at least six weeks or two months, and that would be necessary every year. 
But he believed he could show that the principle adopted in Ebbw Vale and other 
companies was in every respect perfectly satisfactory. As regards the coal, the 
moment it was taken from the pit’s mouth it was weighed and delivered into 
the store, and entered to the person in charge, and again weighed when it left ; 
thus was kept a regular debtor and creditor account. Thesame plan was adopted 
with the fron ore, puddled iron, scrap iron—in fact, inevery department. Hadthe 
auditors stated that those amounts had been verified by some independent party, 
there would have been some plausibility in the statement; but, probably, the 
shareholders would recollect that last year the expense of certification by Mr. 
Hedley, M.E., was objected to; and that accounted for the fact that the items 
were not thus certified upon the present occasion by an independent person, the 
directors feeling perfectly satisfied. The whole of the stocks had been valued at 
the very lowest price, and since the valuation was made the marketable value 
had advanced. Having entered into a lengthened explanation of the present 
and prospective value of the stocks, and also of the enormous resources of their 
extensive property, he concluded by moving the reception and adoption of the 
report and balance-sheet. 

Mr. CURTIS seconded the proposition. He thought, however, the Chairman 
had been somewhat hard upon the auditors, inasmuch as all they said was 
that “‘ there was no stock-taking on March 30,’’ which statement it appeared 
to him (Mr. Curtis) the Chairman had fully borne out by the remarks he 
had made. He (Mr. Curtis) advocated a periodical check of the stocks on 
hand, in order to determine whether they agreed with the quantities as set 
forth in the books. He did not agree with the statement in the report that the 
profits during the year amounted to 100,000/., for he did not think it exceeded 
81,2261., for certain deductions had to be made. His impression was that at the 
next annual meeting the dividend would not exceed 24 per cent. ; he hoped, 
however, he should prove a false prophet. 

Mr. COPLAND referred at some length to different items in the balance-sheet, 
and adverting to that of legal expenses, which amounted to 44851/., he expressed 
a hope that it should be most minutely investigated,——Mr. F. PHILLIPS (a 
director) said that if the hon. proprietor pressed that point, the directors 
would be inclined to support it.——Mr. ASHBURY considered the present system 
of stock-taking, if not unsatisfactory, was illusory, and submitted that a 
bona fide stock-taking should be made orce in three years, though it might ne- 
cessitate the stopping of the works six weeks or two months. 

An hon. PROPRIETOR suggested the desirability of keeping a separate ac- 
count of the results of the agricultural portion of the property, and advocated 
the appointment of a paid manager, who should be altogether independent of 
the directors. ——Mr. QUILTER said it appeared to him that the exceptional 
period through which the company had passed during the past 18 months had 
not been taken into consideration by those shareholders who bad addressed the 
chair. They seemed to have forgotten that that period had been one un- 
equalled in depression and disaster as regards both the coal and iron trades, but 
there was no doubt a turning point had arrived. (Hear, hear.)

The South 
Yorkshire district comprised 6000 members The delegates’ report had reference 
chiefly to the Oaks Colliery catastrophe. Through that calamity the Union had 
been called upon to support 130 widows and 260 children. They had received 
aid from other societies to the extent of 17001. They were paying 501. per week 
in support of widows and children, and 801, per week on account of sickness and 
accidents. In North Derbyshire there are 500 members. In South Derbyshire 
and Nottinghamshire they numbered 1400 members. The masters are making 
efforts to put down the Union, and the members locked out are becoming more 
numerous. In South Staffordshire the men complained of having to work nearly 
13 hoursa day, but efforts were being made to obtain a curtailment of the hour, 

The Conference next proceeded to appoint auditors: Messrs. Burt, Northun- 
berland, and Grundy, Farnworth and Te being selected.—The President 
then gave in the report of the deputation to London on the Mines’ Inspection 
Committee, and regretted that for three sessions the Reform question had in- 
peded their progress. The recent colliery explosions had demonstrated the neces 
sity for an increase in the number of Inspectors. Mr. Rymer (St. Helens) moved 
‘* That this Conference, having heard the statement of the Oldham delegates in 
connection with their present dispute, do pledge itself to advise with and sp 
port the men In their present struggle.’’ Mr. Burt (Northumberland) moved a 
an amendment—* That the case of the Oldham district be laid before the various 
districts by the delegates present, and we promise to do our utmost to obtain for 
the men the voluntary support of our members,’’ Ultimately both resolution 
and amendment were withdrawn, and a motjon proposed by Mr. Norman#ll 
(South Yorkshire), appointing a deputation t& wait upon the Oldham masters 
to seek a reconciliation, was adopted.—The Conference proceeded to consider 
the eight-hour question, and then adjourned. 

On Thursday, an application from the Ashton district, that the 
National Association should refund the sum of 4651., expended on a strike forthe 
eight-hours system, was refused, because the conference had not yet commitiel 
itself to the etght-hours* principle, and also because its funds had not hitherto 
been devoted to the support of strikes, but only for legislative purposes, and for 
aiding men in securing alllegal rights. An application was made from the Sout 
Derbyshire and Nottingham district, for aid to over 300 men, at Church Greasiey, 
who had been locked out, as alledged by the masters simply because they bad 
joined the Union.

Tue IRON TRADE OF ITALY.—Among the conditions which affect 
the production of tron in Italy is the want of coal, the smelting of the iron being 
dependent upon the limited supply of fuel that can be obtained from the forests 
in the neighbourhood of the mines. Iron ore is found in every part of Italy, 
and yields from 45 to 65 per cent. of iron, the quality of which is generally first- 
rate, The mines are in the hands of private individuals or associations ; but 
their rights are ill-defined, and the uncertain state of property, which is the con- 
sequence of frequent changes in mining legislation, has of late years tended to 
paralyse enterprise. With the exception of a few mines, belonging to companies 
where a better system prevails, there is a great want of skill, economy, and re- 
gularity in conducting operations. The mines are almost everywhere situated 
at considerable heights, from 1000 to 2000 feet above the level of the sea, where 
the depth of snow and the frequency of avalanches render access to them almost 
impossiblein winter. It is only in thisseason, however, that they can be worked, 
on account of the quantity of water and the badness of the air at other times 
ofthe year. The men employed are generally engaged as agricultural labourers 
during the summer; mining being merely a subsidiary occupation when there 
{ano other work. In some places, however, professional miners are employed. 
The latter earn 1s. 8d., while the former are paid 10d. per day. The number of 
blast-furnaces in the whole of Italy is stated at only 38. The furnaces used in 
Lombardy, from time immemorial until the year 1840, when an improved system 
of construction was introduced, were square inside, and from 19 to 23 ft. high, 
producing nearly 3 tons of metal daily. The circular form ls now general! 
adopted, and the height of the furnace is raised to 26 ft. The hot blast is used. 
The cost of construction of a blast-furnace, with all its appurtenances, is about 
aol, The number of men employed on a furnace at work is generally eight, 
their daily wages being from 2 frs. to 1 fr. 18 centimes. Except in some rare 
eases, the cost of making bar-iron can hardly be less than from 40 to 42 frs. per 
quintal (nearly 2 cwts.) This leaves but an insignificant profit ata selling price 
of 44o0r 46 frs.; and as best English iron can be bought as low as 35 frs., the 
home manufacture in the old way can no longer be sustained. The number of 
establishments for making machinery is about 70, but very few of them have 
any real importance. Wages are generally from 244 frs. to 3 frs. 3 centimes per 
day. In such establishments a skilful artizan can earn as much as 5 frs. per 
day by plecework. The raw material used is almost wholly of foreign origin. 
Seoteh pig-iron, ordinary bar from Wales, Staffordshire, and Yorkshire, bar and 
sheet iron of superior quality, and coal and coke from Newcastle. Rails are not 
made in Italy. Attempts were made to supply them at an establishment near 
Naples, in 1856, but it was found that they could not be delivered at less than 
double the price of those imported from England or Belgium. There are several 
establishments for the construction and repairing of rolling stock. At Genoa 
and Naples locomotives and tenders are turned out, which cost little more than 
those coming from abroad.

ARTIFICIAL STONE.—Some interesting experiments have recently 
been made at the Patent Concrete Stone Company’s works at East 
Greenwich, with a view of demonstrating the facility of manufacture 
and great strength of Ransome’s artificial stone. A quantity of sharp 
clean sand, fine or coarse, according to the description of work needed, is mixed 
in a pug-mill with a solution of silicate of soda until about of the consistency 
of half-made mortar. This material is forced into moulds, or made into balls, 
into roofing tiles, ornamental boxes, balustrades, or any other useful or orna- 
mental articles such as are tobe seen in cutstone. Whenin this stateit is soft, 
and will readily yield to a slight pressure. When the moulding is taken from 
the mould it is at once saturated with a solution of chloride of calcium. The 
two solutions thus coming into contact chemical action sets in. The hydro- 
chloric acid leaves the calcium and seizes on the seda, forming a solution of 
common salt, while the silicic acid leaving the soda seizes upon the calcium, and 
forms silicate of lime—the most enduring stone with which we are acquainted. 
As the block is porous, the salt is readily washed out, and leaves a quantity of 
sand cemented together by silicate of lime. The only matter of doubt concern- 
ing the material seemed to be its durability; and as to that point, though a 
longer experience than 15 or 20 years cannot as yet be appealed to, science tells 
us that the material is what may be called indestructible. As to the strength 
of the material, some experiments were tried, and a block of about 5 or 6 inches 
cube was broken bya pressure of 44 tons in the hydraulic press, while a block of 
Portland stone of the same size was crushed by a weight of 4 tons. A small 
block surface, 244 square inches, gave way under a tension of 870 lbs.—these 
blocks not having been made longer than a week previously. 





PETROLEUM FOR STEAM NAVIGATION,—An important invention 
for substituting crude petroleum in the place of coal in steam navigation has been 
tested in the Government steamsbip Palos, Chief-Engineers Henderson and Kel: 
log being present as Government Commissioners to inyestigate and report onthe 
experiments; also Chief-Hngineer Stimer, Col. Foote, of Tennessee, the inyentar, 
and his partners in the enterprise, Messrs. J. B, Winsar, of Pennsylvania, and 8. 
B, Allen, of Boston. Several well-known merchants and scientific gentlemen 
were also on board. Steam was got up in 25 minutés, and the Palos proceeded 
down the harbour, around the Great Brewsters and back to the navy-yard, a 
distance of 25 nautical miles, in one hour and 55 minutes. In making the trip 





she consumed but four barrels ofoil. The Palos was built for the Government as 


an eight-knot boat, and with coal would never be made to exceed that speed. The 
fires are kindled and extinguished with nearly the same ease as lighting and ex- 
tinguishing gasburners. A pipe from petroleum tanks on deck supplied the fur- 
nace burners. The burners by theirown heat turn the petroleum in the pipes into 
gas, there being an arrangement for infusing air and steam, and this gas supplies 
the burners. The flames produced in the furnaces are intensely hot. The Go- 
vernment engineers expressed themselves surprised at the results obtained,which 
can hardly fail, when the new apparatus is fully perfected, creating a great re- 
volution in river and ocean steam navigation. Much greater speed and economy 
of labour, fuel, and space, with equal safety, are among the benefits anticipated 
from Col. Foote’s invention. This trial was initiatory, to be followed by seven 
others, to be made under the sanction of the Government.—New York Tribune. 


—In Canada there are 73 gold mines, employing 708 miners, The 
yield of gold for the past three months is valued at $690,955. 


THE MONEY IN THE MINES.—How few of us have any adequate 
notion of the rapidity with which money is taken out from a good mine. We 
have the curiosity to make the following calculat ions,taking the Gould and Curry 
Mine for a basis. The figures are from the annual report of Prof. Stretch, State 
Geologist for Nevada. In six years the mine has yielded, in round numbers 
220,000 tons of ore, averaging $59 per ton, ora total of $13,627,000. Thisis about 
$2270 a day ; $259 per hour, $3°30 per minute, counting every day in the year 
at 24 hours to the day. In silver it would weigh nearly 568 tons, and would re- 
quire 7270 men to pack it, each carrying 150 lbs. It would take a train of two- 
horse teams, in close order, over 10 miles long tohaul it. In short, the mine has 
yielded more money in six years than we have accumalated in forty, and yet it 
was all taken from a piece of ground 1300 ft. in length by 30 ft. in width, alittle 
over an acre. Wonder if they have any acres in New York City worth as much. 
—American Journal of Mining. 


THE AREA OF A CIRCLE.—Mr. Rowland Hill, of Richmond, Va., 
gives this handy rule for ascertaining the area of a circle, when the diameter 
and circumference both are known and the decimals not remembered :—*Multiply 
the circumference by the diameter and divided the product by four. The quotient 
will be the area.” We have tested this rule and find it correct. It is worth re- 
membering.—Scientific American.

FOREIGN MINES. 


FRONTINO AND BOLIVIA GOLD,—The directors have received advices 
from Mr. Rouch, dated Medellin, May 14. The yield of gold from the mines at 
Bolivia amounts in value to about 5001., against a cost of 5401.; but the gold has 
not been sent to England owing to political disturbances in New Granada. 

OTEA CopPER.—tThe directors have, by the mail via Panama, re- 
ceived advices of the shipment of about 70 tons of copper ore by the Mary Shep- 
herd. This vessel was expected to be ready to sail from Auckland about May 5. 

CAPE CoPPER.—May 10: At Ookeip, the sinking of the engine- 
shaft was progressing, and Capt. Clemes repeats that this work and the eastern 
level in the incline tunnel are very important, as trying the extent of the ore 
ground ; and he considers that, as far as can be at present judged, the appear- 
ances are highly favourable. The yield from Ookip during the month was 
400 tons. The different trial works, including two new ones at Hondeklipfon- 
tein and Arnakop, had not resulted in any discovery. Good rains had fallen, 
and a favourable riding season was anticipated. The smelting works had re- 
duced a mixture of dredge ore from Ookeip and poor ores from Springbok Bur- 
rows, and had produced 47 tons Swansea weight of regulus of 53 per cent., and 
2 tons of metal of 90 per cent. The Hastings had nearly completed loading her 
cargo of 600 tons of ore and regulus, at Hondeklip; and the Croydon had ar- 
rived there, and would load 500 tons of ore. The present mail steamer brings 
70 tons of ore. During the past month 150 tons of ore, ex William Graham and 
Horseman, have been sold at public ticketing, realising an average price of lis. 
per unit. . 

CAPULA.—Capt: Paull, May 20: Since my last there has scarcely 
anything been done underground ; the two English miners have been employed 
repairing the tramroad and securing thelevels. The road is completed for taking 
out the English engine, brick-kiln built, quarry opened, a large quantity of lime 
on hand, everything ready to commence building the engine-house, as soon as 
affairs are settled in the city, which, I trust will not be long. It is now nearly 
three months since I received your last, which was under date of Feb. 1. I am 
not aware if the engine has arrived at Vera Cruz, as there is no communica- 
tion with that place, nor even with the city of Mexico. We have beneficiated 
the lamas that was for torta No. 13 in the barrels ; the result appears much better 
than in the patio, the silver is not yet burnt. The Capéllina retort is so bad at 
San Pascual that we are obliged to take the silver to another hacienda to burn. 
We are now making a trial of the smeltingore also in the barrels. As soon as 
there is any communication with the city, so as to get quicksilver and sulphate 
of copper, we shall commence sending the metalto San Diego hacienda, in El 
Chico, at Maquila, or we may rent the hacienda for six or nine months, or even 
for more time, if necessary. a 

BRITTANY.—James Trevillion, Tremuson, June 26: Since I sent 
you my report this morning I have been underground, and am pleased to say 
that we have intersected the east and west lode in the adit end, and cut into the 
lode about 2 feet, but no south wall as yet, the composition of the lode being 
mundic, capel, flookan, and good stones of lead—a very promising-looking lode. 
I like the appearance of the lode so far as seen exceedingly well, and the lode 
being embedded in a pretty channel of ground for producing lead. I hope ina 
few days we shall open on the course of the lode both east and west, when I will 
give you all particulars as to character and value. 

CENTRAL AMERICAN,—Alotopeque, May 16: The superintendent 
writes that the lode in San Carlos deep adit level, driving west, is 2 ft. wide, and 
that during the previous week some stones of blende containing 35 ozs. of silver 
to the ton had been found. At the time of writing the lode was not yielding 
any ore. In the deep adit level, driving east, the ground was a little harder, 
and thelode unproductive. May’s winze has been deepened 4% varas below La 
Esperanza level in the past fortnight, and 4 varas more were expected to be sunk 
up to theendofthemonth, Theorey part of the lode is 6in. wide, not so rich as 
expected to be found, worth 14cwts. of ore perfm.

A conducta of seven 
bars, worth $5452, left for Guatemala on May 10. 





AMERICAN MINING DistRiIcts,—There are few people in England 
who know anything about the State of Colorado, the great gold-pro- 
ducing country of the Rocky Mountain range, situated in latitude 
from 37° to 41° north, and in Jongitude from 102° to 109° west. This 
country was accidentally found to be metalliferous by the cireum- 
stance of a party of emigrants crossing from Pike County, Missouri, 
en route for California, and, as the inhabitants of Pike are proverbial for their 
stupidity, the troop mistook the route, and passed along the south bank of the 
Great Platte River, but, instead of crossing that stream at the Jeluesburg Ford, 
they continued on the course of the South Platte, and were brought up by coming 
to the abrupt rising of the Rocky Mountains, and finding a buffalo trail, which 
they supposed to be the emigrant route, they proceeded on it. After some days’ 
ascending, they halted one night by the side of a rapid stream, where they found 
gold sticking out of the rocks in the bed of the river. The following mornin 
a further search for gold was made, and with success, Finding that they ha 
mistaken their road, they descended to the plateau of the great prairies. This 
occurred in the spring of 1859, and the high mountain which they had ascended 
is 13,000 ft. above the sea level, and they named it Pike’s Peak, by which name 
the country was known for some time. It was agreed that some of the party 
should take samples of the discoveries that had been made, and proceed to St. 
Louis, in order to procure the means for the further proving the character of 
the country, while the rest of the men and women should remain on the South 
Platte until their return. After the departure of these messengers, the party 
remaining commenced washing the sands on the bars and banks of the river, 
where they found a fairamount of free gold. In due course, the party returned 
from St. Louis with supplies, and a number of people, who had n attracted 
by the samples and reports, had determined to try their fortunes in this terra in- 
cognita. Accompanying these“ pilgrims’’ were persons considered qualified to 
test the truth of the statements of the Pike men ; these were employed by some 
very wealthy houses at St. Louis to examine and report upon the country. 
This they did, and collected samples of ore from the places they visited, and on 
trying the debris they found that it yielded very profitable results by panning. 
These men returned to St, Louis in the autumn of the same year, and set the 
people mad upon Pike’s Peak; and as soon as the winter broke up hundreds of 
wagons were equipped, both at St. Louis and Chicago, for a journey over the 
* Plains,” and provisions, tools, and every requirements were put on board these 
wagons and 30 to 50in a train started off upon this overland journey of 800 
miles. From that time emigration has continued to flow westwards, and there 
is now a settled population of, 36,000 in this former wilderness, and the amount 
of bullion yearly yielded from the small section of the country yet worked is 
very large, although the appliances for saving the metal are extremely defec- 
tive, the loss being in noinstance less than 40 per cent, below the assayed valuc 
of the ore. This will cure itself, as men of chemical knowledge are directing 
their attention to this subject. Last year there were 27,000 teams crossed the 
plains, but now there is arailroad from Chicago to Omaha, on the banks of 
the Missouri, and from thence for 305 miles into Nebraska, and by Sept. Ifin this 
year the line will be further opened to Black Rock, at the foot of the Rocky 
Mountains. The portion of the road west of the Missouri has been built at the 
cost of $50,000 per mile, and has been completed at the average rate of one mile 
per day since Jan. 1 this year. Thus the wilderness of the Rocky Mountains 
will be within five days of New York, and we shall have Londoners going to the 
Far West for their long vocations to enjoy the sport of Buffalo hunting. 








LITERARY NOTICE. 


INVENTORS AND INVENTIONS; in three parts— The Philosophy of 
Invention ; The Rights and Wrongs of Inventors ; and, Early In- 
ventors’ Inventories of Secret Inventions, By HENRY DIRCKSs, C.E.. 
&e. 8vo. Spon, 48, Charing Cross, 


On Oct. 3, 1711, the first specification of a patented invention was enrolled in 
the Patent Office, and from that time to the present, a period of 156 years, the 
subject of mechanical inventions has acquired a progressively increasing import- 
ance, whether considered in a political, a scientific, or a legal pointof view. Yet 
itis strange, as stated by Mr. Dircks in his prefatory remarks, “‘ that no attempt. 
should have been heretofore made to define in a comprehensive manner the se- 
veral terms employed in the treating of those works of human ingenuity known 
under the general denomination of Inventions.’’ To supply this deficiency is the 
object of the first division of the present work, which is sub-divided into two 
books. The first book treats of Theory, Experiment, and Discovery ; while the 
second considers Invention, Improvement, Design, and the History of Inven- 
tions, These sections might be termed the theoretical and practical applica- 
tions, and purport to develope the striking difference that exists between them. 
Hitherto the line of demarcation has been so faint, the language of discussion so 
lax, and opinions so vague, that legal proceedings on matters of patent right in 
inventions have necessarily acquired a gigantic magnitude, and incurred a fa- 
bulous amount of expenditure in time, talent, and money to bring them toa 
conclusion under legal proceedings. In the first book, or theoretical portion, 
Mr. Dircks traces the various stages through which we must pass before arriving 
at any invention whatever, or performing anything that can be called an in- 
vention. He clearly shows that ideas, experiments, and discoveries are not in« 
ventions in the ordinary or trade sense, applicable to patented inventions. In 
a note at page 42, he illustrates his position by adducing a claim recently made 
by James Nasmyth, Esq., to the invention of chilled cast-iron shot, which he 
proves to be the rightful invention of Capt. W. Palliser. Indeed, no other eon- 
clusion could be arrived at on the principle he has laiddown for forming a judg- 
ment in such cases. He says—‘ To originate or almost invent anything is not 
inventing it. While to follow up the ideas conceived in respect to any matter, 
and to prove by practice the process and effects contemplated, is the only ad- 
missible evidence in support of a bond fideinvention.’’ The second book, of «The 
Philosophy of Invention,’’ has a thoroughly practical bearing applicable to the 
historian, the lawyer, and the man of science. Indeed, as Mr. Dircks states— 
“It will not be unimportant to have made somewhat clearer what had hitherte 
been wavering and uncertain, and to have laid down a plan which, whatever 
may be its imperfections, may yet serve to guide other writers in raisinga more 
comprehensive superstructure.’’ 

The second portion of the work, entitled ‘‘The Rights and Wrongs of In- 
ventors,’’ points out the position of inventors in connection with the public and 
with manufacturers. It enters into a critical examination of three leaders in 
the Times, from 1863 to 1865, against Patent Monopoly, and of the Report on 
Patents by the Royal Commissioners, printed in 1865, especially distinguishing 
the evidence given by Sir W. G. Armstrong and R. A. Macfie, Esq. In this part 
of his treatise Mr. Dircks expresses his views with candour and boldness. He 
shows that the manufacturers are the patentees’ patrons, that the public can 
only indirectly support the inventor; that invention cheapens manufactured 
commodities ; and that, therefore, patents for inventions can never bea tax on 
the public. That, although manufacturers patronise patented inventions, they 
do so unwillingly, and of necessity, to avoid the competitiom which such inven- 
tions would throw in the way of smallercapitalists. And, lastly, that if patents 
were done away with we should have to resort to the old practice of «€ secrets,’’ 
Speaking of the tricks and abuses fostered by that obsolete mode of communica- 
tion, he observes—“ The abolishing of the patent system would most assuredly 
bring about a revival of this infamous cheatery in the sale of pretended secrets ; 
and, consequently, the charlatan’s best friend is the advocate of the abolition of 
all patent right for inventions.”’ (Page 14.) 

The third and concluding part relates to ‘ Early Inventors’ Inventories of 
Secret Inventions from the 13th to the 17th century.” It includes Wilars de 
Honecort, Roger Bacon, Leonardo da Vinci, Sir Hugh Platt, Lord Napier, Prince 
Rupert, sir Wm. Petty, Marquis of Worcester, Sir Samuel Morland, and others, 
This section cannot fail of exciting considerable interest. It is in every sense a 
most unique and valuable contribution ; indeed, if nothing more had been at- 
tempted to give interest to the present production, this alone might have satisfied 
the curious and intelligent reader. In this triple work there is clearly a union 
of purpose, the whole concerns and affects ‘‘ Inventors and Inventions,’ and Mr. 
Dircks has done good service in thus combining his extensive and varied expe- 
rience in these matters, He is already well and favourably known for his ela- 
borate ‘‘ Life of the Marquis of Worcester,’’ and several scientific treatises : 
and we have only to add, In conclusion, with reference to the present, that it 
clearly promises a favourable reception from all classes of inventors, as well ag 
scientific readers generally. 





NEW LIFE ASSURANCE B: LL,—The name of Arthur Scratchley is so 
well known in connection with the literacure of Life Assurance that any treatise 
bearing his name as author is sure to command consideration. He has now is- 
sued (through Messrs. Layton) a most. interesting extract from the forthcoming 
new edition of his work on “ Life Assurance Societies and Building Societies.’* 
It is a proposal to enable policies to be secured to the widow and children of the 
assured, and for rendering policies assignable at law in favour of creditors. A 
draft bill is appended for carrying out the proposition. The object is to confer 
upon a nominee the rights usually conferred by the Trust Deed upon a cestui qui 
Trust. That such a bill as that proposed will be advantageous to many cannot 
be doubted, but a provision should be introduced for rendering the amount se- 
cured by the policy liable to deduction for all debts incurred by the nominor be- 
fore the date of it, and also for all premiums paid after a debt has been con- 
tracted by such nominor, because otherwise the benefits to the nominees might 
be secured to the detriment, aud with the money, of the very creditors who are 
to be forbidden to touch tie money produced by its investment. The idea is, no 
doubt, admirable, but it appears to require more complete development. The 
pamphlet is worthy of the careful attention of all classes, 





FRAUDULENT REPORTS BY COMPANIES.—It has been held by the 
House of Lords, in the case of Addie v. The Western Bank of Scotland, that where 
a shareholder of a company is induced bya fradulent report to subscribe for ad- 
ditional shares, the misrepresentation is a ground for recision of such a contract 
and he is not held as having, as a member of the company, made the false state- 
ment to himself. ‘‘ This conclusion (says the Solicitors’ Journal) has previously 
been hinted at, but not authoritatively laid down. The question so much dis- 
cussed in past years, whether false statements ina report addressed to share- 
holders will upset a contract entered into by a person who was not previously a 
shareholder, is still undecided. Lords Westbury, St. Leonards, and Cranworth 
have in past times thought that in such a case the purchaser would be entitled 
to recision, Lord Chelmsford and Lord Justice Turner appear to have held the 
contrary opinion.”’ 


CoMPOSITION DEEDS.—A deed of arrangement between a debtor 
and his creditors, made in accordance with the provisions of the Act of 1861, will 
not bind a non-assenting creditor, unless the arrangement be free from the taint 
of fraud, and bond fide entered into for the benefit of all the creditors, There 
must be a bond fide bargain made between the debtor and the assenting creditors, 
and if they, from merely charitablo matters, agree to discharge the debtoron pay- 
ment of a composition much less than he is able to pay, the non-assenting credit- 
ors will not be bound. The Lords Justices thus decided in re Cowan, where six 
creditors, who were relatives or friends of the debtor, assented to a deed which 
provided a composition quite out of proportion to the amount of the debtor’s 
assets, and it appeared that some at least of those creditors expected to be paid 
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creditor to issue execution against the debtor. 
from the London Court of Bankruptcy. 


eDRO NoRTH DEL REY.—As much misapprehension rela- 
one Cart. Treloar’s report for April appears to exist amongst the 
shareholders, the directors have issued a circular, giving extracts 
from his previous reports upon Maquiné, They observe that a care-

Previous to and at the late general meet- 
ing the affairs were fully considered, and an arrangement then come 
to, when nearly three-fourths of the shares were represented, that 
another meeting would be held in six months, and progress then re- 
ported. Under these circumstances we cannot lend ourselves to a 
course which would be detrimental to the interests of the company. 





Coat IN InDIA.—For some years past the Geological Survey of 
India has been carried oft with great ability and energy under the 
superintendence of Dr, Thomas Oldham, and additional evidence is 
continually being given of the great advantage likely to accrue to 
the country from the information thus obtained. Although the dis- 
covery of coal on the Godavery by non-professional men had fre- 
quently been stated, comparatively little attention was paid to the 
subject, owing to its existence being in opposition to the theories of 
geologists. Now, however, the examination of the districts in 
the basin of the Godavery, by Mr. Henry Blandford, of the Geo- 
logical Survey, has been completed, the result being the official 
confirmation of their coal-bearing character. Mr. Blandford’s 
report is most encouraging: he states that the Godavery coal re- 
sembles the Bengal coal, which is an important fact. The rocks are 
apparently of the Damoadah series. A seam of six feet in width is 
reported to be composed of fair coal to a thickness of four feet, the 
rest of the seam being made up of coal of a quality unsurpassed in 
India. Some of it is on its way to Madras; and one high official is 
of opinion that both Bombay and Madras can be supplied from the 
new coal fields. 





TITANIFEROUS IRON ORES.—In order to extract the iron, and uti- 
lise the scoria produced in treating titaniferous ores, Messrs. Craw- 
shay and Thomas, of Gateshead-on-Tyne, propose that the ores shall 
be calcined, and thrown whilst hot into water, so as to disintegrate 
the lumps, and convert # portion of the titanic acid into titanic oxide. 
The ores are then dried and smelted—a ton of pig or cast-iron, 
3 ewts. of clay, 4 ewts. of lime, chalk, or limestone, and about l5cwts. 
of coke being used as flux. The proportions are varied according to 
the analysis of the ore, and wood or peat charcoal can be submitted 
for the coke where practicable. 





New ALLOY FOR CALICO- PRINTING ROLLERS,—An improved alloy 
for either facing or forming calico-printing rollers has been provi- 
sionally specified by Mr. G. F. FREEMAN, of Broughton, near Man- 
chester. It consists of 65 parts tin, 8 parts copper, 10 parts lead, and 
17 parts antimony. The invention is also applicable to steps, or 
bearings, for axles or shafts, or other purposes where hard brass 
castings are now employed. 

PicKS AND MANDRILS.—The invention of Messrs. DAHNE and 
Tuomas, of Cwm Avon, South;Wales, consists in making the points 
separate from the other parts of the head, and so that they can be 
removed and replaced at pleasure. By this arrangement, when the 
points become blunt, they can be removed, and sent to surface to be 
sharpened ; whilst, in the meantime, the pick may continue in use, 
another point having been fitted into it. They form in the pick 
sockets, into which the movable steel points fit, and are secured by 
locking-screws, or other convenient means. 

IMPROVED COAL-CUTTING MACHINERY.—A self-acting apparatus 
for cutting coal, boring rocks, and other similar purposes, has been 
provisionally specified by Messrs. ROUTLEDGE and OMMANNEY, of 


Salford. They employ a cylinder, valve-box, and side passages, all 
of one piece, the ‘cylinder being at one end permanently closed, and at the other 
end fitted with a gland or nut, having a holein which is placed a tool, or cutter 
holder. Inthe interior of the cylinder there is a long piston, having its ends fit- 
tingthe cylinder, the intervening space between the ends being of less diameter 
for forming a chamber between it and the cylinder,which chambercommunicates 
with passages leading to both ends of the valve box, and also by a hole in thecy- 
linder with theatmosphere. The valve-box hasa circular bore, and is fitted with 
a circular valve, with the necessary passages, the box being provided with a pipe 
hole for the supply of compressed air, steam, or other motive power, and a pipe 
or hole forthe exhaust. Atoneside of the cylinder and valve-box there is a pas- 
sage communicating with an opening in thecylinder near its closed end, and at 
another side a passage communicating with an opening at the other end of the 
cylinder, and also with an opening leading to the tool or cutter holder. When 
compressed air is supplied to the valve-box it passes through an opening in the 
valve, and through the passage near the closed end of the cylinder, and acts 
with power on the head of the piston, so as to force its other or foot end against 
the head of the tool or cutter holder, thereby driving the tool or pick into the 
seam, and cutting or getting the coal; the exhaust air having previously passed 
through the exhaust passage and through the exhaust pipe. When the valve is 
shifted, the operation” are reversed, the compressed air passing to the tool end 
of the cylinder, and saifting back the tool and piston to their original positions, 
and so on continuovsly. The valve is shifted to and fro by the working of the 
piston, which, in its forward and backward movements, uncovers and covers the 
passages leading to both ends of the valve box, and allow a portion of the exhaust 
air to act alternately on boths ends of the valve and shift it at each stroke of the 
piston. The object sought to be attained in this machine is quick, light blow, 
instead of the slow heavy blow given by mostothermachines. The blow given by 
manual labour will thus be much more closely assimilated than has usually 
been thecase ; and as the machine has the advantage of simplicity, an amount of 
success which has not hitherto been obtained Is confidently anticipated. 
MANUFACTURE OF PEAT.—An improved peat-mill, the invention 
of Mr. FosTER, is at present being manufactured by Messrs. Fox and 
Co., of New York, which appears to be, to some extent, a modifica- 
tion of that of Mr. W. H. Buckland, described a few years since in 
the Mining Journal. The upper portion of the machine is the cylinder 
into which the peat in its crude state is fed at the top, which is made 
of ahopper form. Thecylinder is made stationary, and is provided upon its 
inside with a number of blades projecting inwards, and working between these 
are another set of blades attached to a vertical shaft, and rotated by means of 
bevel gears through the driving shaft. The pugging blades present a convex 
front edge to their lines of motion, and are bevelled upwards from their under 
surfaces, forming a moderately sharp edgein front. These blades are so dis- 
persed on the shaft as to form a consecutive series in a spiral direction around 
the shaft, and serve, in connection with the blades in the hopper, to cut and 
mix the peat, and at the same time press it downward through the upper cylinder 
into that within which the pressure blades ro'ate. Whether peat can be pro- 
fitably employed as fuel, in manufactories and locomotives, 1s a question which 
has been agitated for sometime, and it is well known that from time immemorial 
it bas formed the chief fuel of Ireland. Peat fields are found in Bavaria, Holland, 
France, Scotland, and most parts of the temperate zones, remarkable for mois- 
ture, and it is considered that capitalists will find it profitable to work them in 
those localities where coal and wood are scarce. As fuel for steam-engines, 
peat will be found of great value when solidified, as its composition is allied to 
wood and coal, containing carbon, hydrogen, oxygen,and nitrogen. It produces 
an intense heat, with very littlewaste. By many it is considered equal to char- 
coal for smelting and puddling iron, and for this purpose it has been used in 
Europe for some time, though notextensively. A brilliant gas may also be made 
from it. In theordinary form, as taken from the bog, peat is deficient in density. 
To employ it with the greatest profit it is necessary to solidify it by breaking up 
and mixing all the fibre, removing thesap and aircells, and then dryingthe entire 
mass. Hitherto this has been found commercially impracticable upon a large 
scale, but it is claimed that with Foster’s machine every difficulty is overcome. 


SILICATED CARBON FILTERS.—Since the additional evidence of 
the liability of the water, as supplied for domestic purposes, to contain vegetable 
organisms, and of the fact that by these such diseases as intermittent fever are 
produced, brought forward by Prof. Hannon, of the Brussels University, even 
more attention than previously has been paid to the filtration of water, both for 
domestic purposes, and in connection with the manufacture of food. The Main 
Service Filter, manufactured by the Silicated Carbon Filter Company, can be 
adapted to the supply-pipe of a brewery, distillery, or manufactory of any de- 
scription, and thus purify all the water before entering the building. Mere 
straining of water through animal charcoal {s not sufficient to stop the vegeta- 
ble matter, but the principle of the Silicated Carbon Filter is the employment of 
a porous slab, cemented into a filtering vessel, an arrangement which effectually 
prevents the passage of any extraneous substance.

REMARKS.—We are unable yet to record any very marked improve- 
ment in the Metal Market. It seems generally to be anticipated that 
we shall see a better state of affairs ere long, and that the depression 
in business, which has existed, more or less, for so long a time, will 
come to a termination, and a much more satisfactory position of 
commercial affairs be inaugerated ; but at present there does not seem 
much to encourage this idea, although now and then a gleam of 
some brighter prospect is presented, as if to prevent our being too 
much cast down by the aspect now presented in the mercantile world. 
Few persons can recollect so dull a condition of business generally, 
which has lasted for so long a period, and from our experience of 
former similar conditions we certainly expected it would have come 
to an end before this, and a better state of things commenced; and, 
notwithstanding all, we still cling to the opinion that within a com- 
paratively short period we shall find a decided change for the better 
take place in all kinds of business, and that in the Metal Trade an 
activity will return, such as we have not seen for a long time past; 
and when this change does occur, the continued easiness of the Money 
Market, which, we trust, nothing will arise to interfere with, will 
greatly aid in its development. We are happy to find that the im- 
provement in East Indian business still continues, and that orders are 
being received from thence, not only with greater regularity, butalso 
to a larger extent than formerly. We look with much satisfaction 
to those encouraging features in the trade with the East, and shall 
rejoice again to see the return of our former active business relations 
with our Indian Empire. . 

CoPpPER.—At the commencement of the week the market presented 
the same depressed appearance, and holders of Chili accepted lower 
terms, from 800 to 900 tons having been sold at 68/. 10s. to 69/., and 
Wallaroo was sold at 82/7, cash, and 827. 10s. for the middle of August, 
but latterly an improvement has taken place in the market, in con- 
sequence of advices received from Chili, stating that the shipments 
to this country since the preceding mail were 700 tons slab and 500 
tons ore, which is only moderate.

The make of rails at the principal works is somewhat larger than it 
was, and the advices received from several of the foreign markets 
lead to the hope that the demand in this branch is likely to increase, 
On home account also there is a prospect of a better enquiry for rail- 
way iron. For bars it cannot be said that the enquiry has moved. 
In Swedish the demand is not quite so active, still a moderately good 
business is being done. In Scotch pig-iron the market has been dull 
throughout the week, and prices have declined 1s, per ton, the last 
price quoted from Glasgow being 52s, 9d. cash.

where. In Prussia, as in other countries, galena is the most valu- 
able lead ore worked, and this always contains more or less silver. 
The officials at Clausthal exhibit a fine collection of lead ores from 
Zellerfeld, Clausthal, and Grund, in the Clausthal district, and there 
are also some beautiful specimens from the celebrated Rammelsberg 
Mine, in Goslar, and from the Samson Mine, at Andreasberg. From 
the Osnabruck district there is galena from the Crown Prince Mine, 
at Silberberg, and from the Perm Mine, near Ibbenburen; and Mr. 
LOEBBECKE exhibits similar ore from Iserlohn for the Markish 
Westphalian Mining Company. From the Lahn district, Mr. BoRN, 
the director of the Ems Lead and Silver Works, sends some admirable 
specimens of silver-lead ore from both Emsand Braubach. Ontheleft 
bank of the Rhine the carboniferous and Devonian limestones make 
their appearance, and near Stolberg and Aix-la-Chapelle lead ore is 
found both in stockwork and in lodes. The Vieille Montagne, Esch- 
weiler, Albert, and Stolberg and Westphalian companies each appear 
as exhibitors of these ores. The silver ores of Prussia are represented 
by native, antimonial, and ruby silver from the Samson Mine, An- 
dreasberg, and by native silver and silver ores of various kinds, in- 
eluding ruby silver ore contaminated with antimony, and the same 
crystallised (krystallisirtantimourothgiiltigerz) from the Gonderbach 
Mine, at Laasphe. The zinc ores are represented by some fine spe- 
cimens of calamine from Upper Silesia, Ibbenbueren and Osnabriick, 
Isorlohn, and Stolberg and Aix-la-Chapelle—the collection contri- 
buted by the Altenberger (Vieille Montagne) Company, from the latter 
district being especially worthy of examination. There are speci- 
mens of blende from the Henrietta Francisca Mine, in Upper Silesia, 
and from Iserlohn in Westphalia. From the Harz, from the Vieille 
Montagne and Eschweiler Works at Bensberg, from the Valley of the 
Lahn, and from Stolberg and Aix-la-Chapelle this kind of ore has 
also been sent. 

Nickel and cobalt, antimony, and quicksilver ores are also exhi- 
bited ; whilst amongst the ores not used in the manufacture of metals 
there are manganese, arsenic, mundic, and alum. These, with the 
salts and earths connected with the mineral springs, building stones, 
slabs and roofing slates, minerals used in the manufacture of mortar 
and cement, fire-clays, porcelain clays, brick earths, millstones, whet- 
stones, ochres, barytes, alabaster, phosphates of lime, materials used 
in the manufacture of soda, and of the so-called water-glass, and slags, 
make up the most complete and interesting mining collection to be 
found in the Exhibition.

FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY. 


The imports of minerals into France amounted in the first four 
months of this year to 139,926 tons, as compared with 108,438 tons in 
the corresponding period of 1866. Belgium entered into these totals 
for 42,400 tons in the first four months of 1867, and 44,900 tons in 
the corresponding period of 1866, showing a diminution of 2500 tons 
in the first four months of this year, as compared with the corres- 
ponding period of 1866. The imports from Algeria show, on the contrary, a 8@- 
rious augmentation; thus while they were only 17,700 tons in the first four 
months of 1866, they rose to 52,300 tons during the corresponding period of 1867. 
England, which sent France 550 tons of mineral in 1866, has completely sus- 
pended similar deliveries this year. The deliveries from Algeria are increasing 
ina truly extraordinary degrce ; thus, while they amounted during 1865 to 47,000 
tons, they rose during 1866 to 109,700 tons, and assuming that they continue to 
be maintained to the close of the year at the same rate as they attained during 
the four months ending April 30, they will this year amount to 208,000 tons. 
The imports of pig into France during the first four months of this year amounted 
to 51,000 tons, presenting an augmentation of 10,500 tons over the corresponding 
period of 1866. Theimports of pig may be divided into two categories—those 
made free of duty, which amounted to 11,200 tons, and those made with payment 
of duties, which amounted to 39,800 tons. In this latter total English pig figured 
for 32,000 tons, and Belgian for only 2800 tons. The angmentation no*iceable 
in the imports of pig this year into France arose solely in the imports of pig 
with payment of duty, which had been in the first four months of 1866 only 
15,400 tons, while in the corresponding period of this year they attained an ag- 
gregate, as already stated, of 39,800 tons. The imports free of duty, which were 
26,200 tons in the first four months of 1866, showed a diminution in the corres- 
ponding period of this year of 15,000 tons. The total imports of iron and plates 
into France in the first four months of this year amounted to 18,000 tons, as 
compared with 20,400 tons in the corresponding period of 1866. The imports, 
free of duty, attained a total of only 15,400 tons in the first four months of this 
year, showing a diminution of 4900 tons, as compared with the corresponding 
period of 1866, while the imports, with payment of duties, amounted to 2600 tons 
during the first four months of this year, as compared with 752 tons in the cor- 
responding period of 1866.

The Administration of 
the Belgian State railways is believed to have formed a favourable 
opinion as to the use of iron sleepers; it is known to be at present seeking all 
possible means of reducing its expenses, an inevitable consequence of the reform 
in its passenger tariffs, which is disastrous for its finances. Notwithstanding 
the few contracts concluded, the state of the Belgian market remains the same, 
and everyone is asking what means can best be adopted to attenuate the effects 
of a persistent crisis. Confidence has not yet returned, and great enterprises 
are postponed to a more favourable future. The cause of the present state of 
Belgian metallurgical affairs is that the-production in Belgium is out of all pro- 
portion with the interior consumption and with foreign outlets, which are 
limited, from the want of organisation in Belgian external commercial relations. 
Several blast-furnaces have been extinguished, but it is urged that this is not 
enough, and that there are too many rolling-mills in working. No very sensi- 
ble change has taken place in the tone of the Belgian coal market ; the approach- 
ing closing of navigable streams has given, however, acertain activity to trans- 
ports by water, which has especially manifested itself in the Charleroi basin. 
The stock has been somewhat reduced by recent deliveries, but it remains im- 
portant.

GOLD IN RussIA.—The quantity of gold produced in 1864 by pri- 
vate industry, as well in the Oural Mountains as in Eastern Siberia, 
amounted to rather less than 19 tons, showing a slight falling off, 
as compared with the year 1863. The year 1865 was one of the most 
favourable character for the production of Russian gold, the results 
obtained having everywhere surpassed those of preceding years. As 
regards Eastern Siberia, the production of 1865 exceeded that of 1864 
by 2°743 tons, and that of 1863 by 1086 tons. This augmentation, 
which would have been greater if drought had not often interrupted 
the works, was the result of works in new bearings. In Western Si- 
beria, 1865 yielded 0°272 ton more gold than was obtained in 1864,

The men in the district at work are to be “allowed” to work 
six days in the week instead of their present “allowance ” of five, 
the colliers locked out to receive the sixth day’s pay. On Sunday 
morning last it was discovered that a fire had broken out at the bot- 
tom of the air-shaft of the pit in High-street, Airdrie. It is feared 
that considerable difficulty will be experienced in extinguishing it. 
To-day the fire still ragez, and it is feared both shafts require to be 
closed up till the fire is choked. The firm of Lester, Wyllie, and Co., 
paraffin oil manufacturers, at Kirkintilloch and Bathgate, we regret 
to notice, were sequestrated, according to last night’s Gazette. The 
agitation to “raise the wind” to enable the colliers to appeal the 
case of “ Mrs. Wilson v. Merry and Cunninghame ” to the House of 
Lords is being carried on principally by Mr. M‘Donald, whois “scour- 
ing the county” for that purpose. Money is scarce just now, and 
whether he will be able to accomplish his object or no will depend 
on the next few months’ trade. The plant at Mr. Kidston’s Dalzell 
Colliery, near Motherwell, is to be sold by auction to-morrow, in- 
cluding mineral wagons and railway into the colliery, &c. 

We had an opportunity of making a tour of the building-yards on 
the Clyde this week, and they certainly were far from exhibiting their 
usual amount of activity. Itissaid that Messrs. Napier are engaged 
for 18 months to come, but their yard at Govan did not exhibit the 
life of bygone times. Some of the builders had scarcely a hull on 
the stocks, where they might formerly have been seen lying in half- 
dozens. The Government ship Malabar, which the Messrs. Napier 
are hastening to completion at the Tail-of-the-Bank, is a most for- 
midable vessel, and will, no doubt, do honour to the Clyde. Her 
figure-head is of floral scroll-work in gold, with a star on either side 
in blue, circled with the legend—*“ Heaven is our guide.”

It has been often said that the iron trade of South 
Staffordshire has been injured by prosperity; that it was so easy to 
make fortunes by simply producing the ordinary manufacture, that 
there was no stimulus to invention and the search for novelty and 
improvement. We have, however, had a fair season of dulness, but 
as yet necessity has been the mother, not of invention, but chiefly of 
fraudulent bankruptcies. The want of a widely-diffused education is 
felt in this direction. Let working fingers be watched and directed 
by minds framed to think, and a fruitful crop of improverhents 
would grow up. 

Three local waterworks companiesdemand a passing notice. There 
is a powerful company in North Staffordshire, but it is complained 
that they do not maintain a full supply, and at length prosecutions 
for default have been undertaken. In acase heard at Newcastie-under-Lyne, 
yesterday, the company was fined 10l. and costs, on the ground that the pipes 
were not kept full of water. A case for the Queen’s Bench was asked for, and 
granted. At Wolverhampton water aupply has played an odd dance. First 
there was a company formed which failed to maintain a good supply. A dozen 
years ago a rival company was got up, and went to Parliament for an Act, but 
it was encountered by proposals for increased works for the existing company, 
and by a Bill promoted by the Corporation of Wolverhampton, the majority of 
the members of which were of opinion thesupply of water should be in the hands 
and the governing body. TheCorporation agreed, whilst in Parliament, to buy 
the existing company, at a price considerably over the then market value of its 
shares. This caused a local disturbance. The newcompany gained the victory 
in the Commons, and towns meetings protested against carrying the contest 
further. The result was that the Corporation left the old and new companies to 
fight in the Lords—the agreement to purchase the former falling through with 
the loss of the bill of the governing body of the town. The new company, how- 
ever, whose promoters had taken advantage of the cry against the agreement 
with the old one made by the Corporation, took it on like terms, and thus got 
their bill. But they were never able to make the company pay, though the board 
of directors was very able and influential. At length they decided, as the Cor- 
poration would not buy the works, to seek for powers to sell to the South Staf- 
fordshire Waterworks Company, and then the Town Council considered the ques- 
tion, and decided to buy the new works, which included buying the old ones too, 
The result is that the town pays for all the costs of these rival concerns at last. 
Do not both these illustrations show that waterworks should be provided by a 
governing body, and not as a matter of speculation by private enterprise? No 
doubt powers are wanted, both for water supply and drainage, to widen the 
areas over which such works extend, and which should be well-defined portions 
of river basins. ‘The other great local company, the South Staffordshire, after 
a long struggle, or rather a series of struggles, seems to be getting into port. 
The last works have greatly added to the supply, and for some time buyers of 
shares have been on the alert, but no sellers appeared. 





REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE, 


JUNE 27.—There is but little alteration in the state of the Coal 
and Iron Trades in Derbyshire, business in some parts of the district 
being very good, so far as manufactured ironisconcerned, There is 
a fair enquiry for sheets, hoops, and plates, as well as bars, whilst a 
large quantity of pig is being turned out, the Butterley Company alone 
having six out of their seven blast-furnaces going, so that they are 
in the very first class of producers in England. Coal is being for- 
warded by rail to London and the South, as usual, the quantity sent 
being fully an average for the season, as masters appear to cultivate 
the metropolitan trade with greater assiduity than hitherto, At 
Staveley business has been very quiet, the first half of the week being 
devoted to pleasure, as it is the feast, for which great preparations 
were made, Aided by the liberality of the company, and the ma- 
naging director, Mr. Markham, the workpeople have had a treat in 
witnessing the fine cricketing of the All England Eleven, In no 
establishment in the kingdom, probably, is there the same induce- 
ments held out for workmen combining with their employers for the 
mutual benefit of both as at Staveley. Everything that money and 
time canaccomplish to secure comfort and recreation of a healthy cha- 
racter for the large number of persons employed at the collieries and 
ironworks is given lavishly, and it is gratifying to find that, not- 
withstanding late events, the men are now appreciating the great 
kindness and liberality of their employers. The same may also be 
said with regard to the Clay Cross Collieries, under the able manage- 
ment of Mr. Binns, 

There is rather more doing just now at some of thc lead mines, and 
the committee of the Peak Forest reported, on Wednesday, that they 
had sold 44 tons of lead ore, dressed during the last three weeks. 
This, with the quantity raised last month, has realised about 1100/., obtained 
since the pay-day, May 9, and the mine isstill looking better as the workings pro- 
gress westward. The present price of lead ore, which may be said to be nearly 
stationary, is about 48s. per load. Several new railway works, calculated to de- 
velope the mineral wealth of thecounty, are being carried out. Amongst others, 
there isa line from Wirksworth, the chief seat of the lead interest, to Duffield, 
&e., which will be the means of supplying a want which has long been felt, 
and opening up a district rich in mineral wealth, with smelting-works, and 
mannfactories of cotton goods, hats, &e. The direct line from Chesterfield to 
Sheffield is also being pushed forward, and here again will the mineral products 
ofa rich district find facilities for conveyance to all parts of the country. The 
Bradway tunnel, one of the largest, if not the longest, on the line, is being 
pushed forward.

There are some 
good orders in hand for sheets, plates, and bar iron, with a little more doing 
inrails. With regard to the last named, it may be stated that Welsh rails are 
finding their way into the district, and at a price which the local makers are 
not in a position to compete with. The demand for coal is moderately good for 
the season, and a fair tonnage is being forwarded to Hull for the supply of the 
steamers trading to the North of Europe. To Grimsby and Goole, also, there is 
more doing, a good deal being shipped from the last-named port for shipment 
to London, Rye, Southampton, and Lynn. There is some little improvement in 
the trade to the Lancashire cotton districts by the Manchester, Sheffield, and 
Lincolnshire Railway, chiefly inengine fuel and slack. The business doing to 
London and the South by railway is tolerably good for the season, as some of 
the merchants have commenced laying in stocks.
